WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes reported 
to President Truman for two 
hours today on the Paris confer- 
eice of Foreign Ministers—which 
failed to settle the peace of Eu- 
rope but, in Byrnes’s view as re- 
portec by associates, did not fail 
completely to advance the pros- 
pects for a settlement. 

The Secretary, who returned by 
air this morning, hurried to the 
WLite House to tell his chief about 
the Paris session which had re- 
cessed Thursday until June 15. He 
will report to the nation on it by 
radio Monday night. 

Returning with him were his 
two advisers from Capitol Hill, 
Senators Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, and Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, leading Repub- 
lican spokesman on international 
matters. .

Some informants suggested that 
Byrnes probably told the Presi- 
dent that things were not as bad 
as they might seem and that the 
United States, Russia, Britain and 
France could eventually agree on 
European peace settlements if 
they tried long enough. 

Byrnes was represented as being 
not quite so pessimistic about this 
as when he left for Paris April 23.

MURDER OF 76 U.S, SEAMEN 
BY JAPS IN 1944 DISCLOSED 


Some Machine-Gunned in Water, 
Others Thrown Overboard From — 
Submarine After Capture. 
WASHINGTON, May 18 (UP)— 
The War Department disclosed to- 
night that 76 American seamen 
were slaughtered in the Indian 
Ocean July 2, 1944, by the crew 
of a Japanese submarine. The 
atrocity was described as “with- 
out parallel in the annals of sea 
warfare for sheer brutality, abuse 

and murder.” 

Five of the Americans were 
mowed down by machine-gun fire 
as they struggled in the water aft- 
er their unescorted vessel, the 
Jean Nicolet, was torpedoed. Sixty 
others were pitched overboard 
from the su deck after 
they were forced to rum a gaunt- 
let of clubs, bayonets and swords. 
Eleven others were left to drown. 
. Twenty-three survivors were 
picked up by a British vessel July 
4 after, they had been left to 
flounder when the submarine sub- 
merged té' escape an Allied plane 
flying overhead, Another was 
saved when he posed as a “diplo- 
mat” and was taken to Japan 
aboard the submarine. 


150,000 JAPS DEMONSTRATE 
BEFORE HIROHITO’S PALACE 


Demand More Food, Denounce

TOKYO (Sunday), May 19 (UP) 
—Upward of 150,000 demonstra- 
tors massed today in front of the 
imperial palace after bypassing 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s head- 
quarters en route to the palace. 
Many of the marchers were re- 
ported carrying Russian flags. 
Military policemen from the 
First United States Cavalry Divi- 
sion in armored reconnaissance 
cars patrolled the city streets and 
the palace entrance as the dem- 
onstrators arrived from the sub- 
urbs shouting Communist songs 
and swelling the huge crowd 
which had begun gathering at 
dawn, 

Many in the throng displayed 
banners attacking the prospective 
cabinet of Shigeru Yoshida as re- 
ractionary and calling for more 
food,

Russian Doctors En Route There 
at Request of Ethiopia, Moscow 
Broadcast Says. 
LONDON, May 18 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio said today the Rus- 
sian Ministry of Health would 
open a hospital and dispensary in 
Addis Ababa at the request of the 

Ethiopian Government. 

The broadcast said a group of 
Russian doctors was en route to 
the Ethiopian capital and medical 
equipment had been sent to 
Odessa for shipment. 

The medical center, which will 
serve the local population, will 
have a staff of 56, the broadcast 
added.

Fear U. S. Must Pay. 

It is true enough that, accord- 
ing to the charter, the expense is 
to be levied on the German people 
by means of reparations. It is 
also notorious that the reparations 

has scarcely begun. Live- 
y fears prevail that in the end, 
as the American taxpayer 
will foot the bill. 

Certain faint clues on expenses 
may be cited. The secretarial 
force of the United States chief 
of counsel draws a payroll of 
$75,000 a month. There are said 
to be in Nuernberg some 4000 per- 
gons who would not be here ex- 
cept for the trial. If the wage of 
each averaged only $100 a month, 
the total would be $400,000, or 
$3,600,000 for nine months. 

There have been large expendi- 
tures for repairing and furnishing 
the courthouse and numerous ho- 
tels, to say nothing of the installa- 
tion of telephone and telegraph 
lines. One famous item is the 
carpet in the courtroom. Rumor

American Documents 
Said to Be of ‘Great 
Importance’ to Inquiry 
Committee. 


NEW YORK, May 18 (AP)— 
The United States today sub- 
mitted to the United Nations a 
voluminous report which an in- 
formed: source said contained in- 
formation of “great importance” 
to the Security Council sub-com- 
mittee invstigating Franco Spain. 
The contents of the report were 
not disclosed, but United States 


delegation sources said it con- 
sisted of a 62-page general docu- 
ment and 15. attachments, which 
altogether made up an exhibit be- 
tween eight and 10 inches thick. 

Much of the material previously 
had been published, but an in- 
formant who would not be iden- 
tified said it contained more new 
material on the Franco govern- 
ment than the sub-committee had 
received up to now from all other 
sources, 

The main document was said 
to deal with the following sub- 
jects: German assets in Spain, 
Germans in Spain, Spanish war 
potential, efforts of Franco Spain 
to penetrate the American re- 
publics and the Franco regime’s 
reactions in relations with the 
United . States. 

A spokesman. for the United 
States delegation said some points 
on which the sub-committee re- 
quested information still were 
being studied “urgently” by the 
State Department and that other 
documents would be presented. 

Meanwhile, Premier Ahmed 
Qavam of Iran notified Trygve 
Lie, secretary general of the 
United Nations that Iran would 
report to the Security Council on 
the withdrawal of Russian troops 
from northern Iran “as soon as 
they are in a position to do so.” 

Qavam’s cable indicated his gov- 
ernment would be unable to fur- 
nish the council with detailed in- 
formation on the Red Army by 
May 20, as proposed by a council 
resolution adopted on May 8.

James Edgar Bundren, former 
convict, has refused food for five 
days at City Jail in a hunger 
strike for a parole from a five- 
year penitentiary sentence for 
grand larceny. 

Bundren was sentenced by a 

Circuit Court jury which found 
him guilty after he had rejected 
advice of his attorney to accept 
a two-year sentence offered by the 
circuit attorney’s office if he 
would plead guilty. 
Jail officials said regular jail 
food was provided for Bundren, 
and he is examined daily by the 
jail physician, who so far has 
found his physical condition satis- 
factory. Bundren talks to no other 
prisoners and has created no dis- 
turbance in refusing food, the of- 
ficials said.

The Sunday Dispatch said there 
were “grotesque extremes” be- 
tween Britain’s austere food situa- 
tion and the “ample diet” of 
Americans. 


In a two-column wide poem 
about the Statue of Liberty, the 
Dispatch asked, “I wonder is free- 
dom still holding the light—or is 
she just calling the waiter?” 

A Daily Mirror cartoon entitled 
“Old Glory—Or a New Shame?” 
Depicted an American flag in 
which the arms of Europe’s hun- 
gry, outstretched toward the flag’s 
stars, replaced the stripes. 

The Sunday Chronicle published 
a front-page interview by trans- 
Atlantic telephone with a “typical 
American housewife,” Mrs. Eliza- 
beth MacDonald of Forest Hills, 
N. Y., in which they quoted her 
as saying, “The belt-tightening 
British have given me a guilty 
conscience.” . 

The Evening News said that the 
knockout of the British heavy- 
weight champion, Bruce Wood- 
cock, by Tami Mauriello in New 
York last night, and the “sacri- 
fice” by Herbert S. Morrison, Lord 
President of the Council, of an- 
other 200,000 tons of British grain; 
constituted “two kayoes for Brit- 
ain.” 

The dispatch ran beside its 
Statue of Liberty poem an article 
headlined “3,000,000 children un- 
derweight.” The story quoted 
Eddie Williams, chairman of the 
Welsh Childrens’ Nutritional] 
Council, as saying that 3,000,000 
British school children were on 
an average eight pounds lighter 
and two inches shorter than they 
should be because for six years 
they have not been getting well- 
balanced school dinners. 

Russian Food Pledges. 

Meanwhile, a Soviet broadcast 
said that Russia had pledged 
more’ than 1,100,000 tons of grain 
to four European nations al- 
though its own food supplies still 
are limited, 

The broadcast on Soviet food 
promises to France, Poland, Ro- 
mania and Finland followed re- 
ports that Prime Minister Stalin 
had turned down President Tru- 
man’s appeal to co-operate with 
the United States and Britain in 
battling world famine. 

A Moscow dispatch said the 
newspaper Izvestia, in a front- 
page editorial, had urged peasants 
to speed the task of sowing grain 
now along the Volga, in the Urals, 
and in western Siberia. Izvestia 
featured the slogan “to the fields 
with all horses and oxen.” 

Izvestia said that in most re- 
gions moisture conditions were fa-| 
vorable for sowing, and yield pros- 
pects were good, Wheat sowing 
in the Ukraine now was in the 
final stages, it added, 

Soviet reports on the crop situa- 
tion made no mention of drouth, 
although Marshall MacDuffie, 
American chief of the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration mission to the 
Ukrainian republic, had declared 
in Moscow yesterday that the 
Ukraine was experiencing a se- 
vere drouth. MacDuffie said that 
unless rain came within a week 


through trains from Union Sta- 
tion yesterday afternoon and last 
night. 

The assurance given by union 
employes of other railroads and 
of the Terminal Association, who 
had returned to work on orders 
from their brotherhood officers, 
was not enough for these men, 


who insisted on waiting for in- 
structions from Moberly, Hanni- 
bal, Indianapolis and Mattoon. 

The Wabash Railroad Pacific 
Coast Limited, carrying through 
sleepers for Denver and San 
Francisco, was due to leave the 
station at 3:50 p.m. standard time, 
10 minutes before the time which 
had been set for beginning the 
strike. Everyone in the station 
knew by that time of the strike 
postponement, but Engineer Andy 
Williams held the train on Track 
14 to await word from his brother- 
hood officials at Moberly. 
.“T was told to ignore any no- 
tification except from my own 
brotherhood officers at Moberly,” 
he said, “and I’m trying to get 
word from them now.” 

At 5:23, one hour and 33 min- 
utes after the scheduled time for 
departure, the Pacific Coast Lim- 
ited got under way. Trainmen 
said Williams had not received 
any word from Moberly before 
leaving. 

Delayed More Than 3 Hours. 

On the _ Burlington’s Zephyr 
Rocket for St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, due to leave at 5 p.m. 
standard time, Engineer R. O. 
Phillips took the same attitude, 
and stuck to it longer. He held 
his train and passengers until 
8:46, waiting for word from his 
brotherhood office in Hannibal. 

The Pennsylvania’s St. Louisan, 
for New York and Washington, 
due to leave at 6 p.m., was delayed 
almost two hours by the refusal of 
three brakemen to take their 
places until they should hear from 
Indianapolis headquarters. The 
passengers left the train, and were 
scattered about the station when 
they were reconvened by.a loud- 
speaker announcement, The train 
got out at 7:57. 

A 50-minute delay, because of 
trainmen’s unwillingness to start 
on their runs, was experienced by 
the passengers of the New York 
Central's Missourian for Cleveland, 
Detroit and New York, due to 
leave at 6 p. m., which got away 
at 6:50. 

One Train Canceled. 

Less delays were experienced by 
passengers of the Missouri Pa- 
cific’s “Colorado Eagle,” which 
left 15 minutes behind its sched-

Outcome of Rail Strike 
Threat May Influence 
His Course—U. S, Seiz- 
ure Would Be Factor. 


., WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP)— 
With contract negotiations at a 
standstill John L. Lewis faces 
next week one of the major de 
cisions of his career on the ques- 
tion. whether again to shut the 
country’s coal mines when the 
strike truce ends next Saturday. 


His move will affect the lives of 
140,000,000 persons, 

The threatened railroad strike, 
postponed Saturday for five days, 
may influence his determination 
to prolong or turn back. A rail 
tie-up would prevent large scale 
operation. of the. mines anyway 
near the'end of the truce. In that 
event renewal of the coal stoppage 
could not be credited exclusively 
to Lewis. 

Another possibility, although ap- 
parently a remote one, is that an 
agreement might be reached be- 
tween the miners and the opera- 
tors. If this appeared near, he 
might extend the truce beyond 
next Saturday, the date when he 
may also give notice terminating 
the anthracite contract, covering 
75,000 Pennsylvania and Hard coa] 
miners. 

Lewis's Decision. 

In the absence of these two fac- 
tors, Lewis apparently must make 
a prime decision between two 
courses: 

1. To resume the strike for a 
miners’ health and welfare fund 
and pull another prop from 
linder the reconversion program 
at a time when Congress is talk- 
ing about tight labor curbs. 

2. To call in his 250-man pol- 
icy committee, about mid-week 
and extend the truce or urge his 
miners to work for the Govern- 
ment under federal seizure. 

If he gives in to Government 
operation, he probably will wind 
up with a Government-arbitrated 
contract as he did in 1943 in the 
strike over underground travel 
pay. He won then.

WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP)— 


|President Truman obtained a five 


day postponement of the railroad 
strike today. 


The Brotherhoods of Railroad 


Trainmen and Engineers granted 
his request for delay on his assure 
ance that he was confident prog- 
ess toward settlement could be 
made if negotiations were re 
sur.ed. The pegotiationg will be 
resumed here either late tomor- 
row or on Monday morning. 

The announcement came only 
a few minutes before the strike 
was to start in the eastern part 
of the nation at 4 p.m. eastern 
standard time. Some trains al- 
ready’ had stopped. Raflroads, 
which the Government seized yes- 
terday, had changed schedules and 
canceled certain trains in antici- 
pation of the strike. Officials had 
arranged for troop protection 
where necessary and had rushed 
other measures in preparation for 
an emergency. 

The first announcement of the 
postponement was made by a 
spokesman for the brotherhoods 
at Cleveland four minutes before 
the strike was to begin. 

There were hours of confusion 
and interrupted transportation, un- 
til official word reached train 
crews from .union headquarters, 
Delays ranged from a few minutes 
to eight hours.

To all of the calls, Whitney had 
one answer: “We're going to 
strike this afternoon unless we 
get a better proposition. Make an 
offer if you want something of 
us.” 

At 3 p.m. President Truman 
talked with Whitney by phone. 
Half an hour later Whitney called 
back and said, “All right, Mr. 
President, we'll hold off for an- 
other five days.” 

The brotherhood presidents de- 
parted for Washington by train 
tonight to resume negotiations 
with the carriers. 


Truman arranged the postpone- 
ment by telephone with A. F. 
| Whitney, head of the trainmen’s 
| brotherhood, and Alvaniey John- 
ston, chief of the engineers. He 
| called them 
headquarters at 3 p.m. and asked 
them to postpone the strike. 
They called back at 3:34 and said 
they would. 

Truman sent his assistant press 
secretary, Eben Ayers, to summon 
reporters from the White House 
press room. Ayers poked his red 
head around the bulletin board 
which screens the door to. the 
room and shouted the summons, 
The handful of reporters on Sat- 
urday duty dashed to the Presi- 
dent's oval office. There they 
found him flanked by Secretary 
of Labor Schwellenbach and Dr, 
John R. Steelman, special assist- 
ant on labor matters. ' 

“IT hope you have some yood 
news,” one of the newspaper men 
said, 

The President glanced at «@ 
typewritten piece of paper atop 
his desk, penciled with many re- 
visions, and said he hoped so. 
Then he broke the news. 


President’s Statement, 

His statement, as issued form 
ally by the White House later, 
was this: . 

“The engineers and trainmen 
have agreed to move the strike 
date from 4 p.m, May 18 to 4 p.m, 
Thursday, May 23, 1946. This ac- 
tion is in response to a request 
from the President, who gave his 
assurance that he was confident 
further progress could be made 
toward a settlement if the negotl-

Shortages of Materials

Producers to Quit 
able Lines. 


Cement, Paint, Glass Among Few Plenti- 
ful Items—Low Ceilings Said to Force 


or Seek More Profit-

Building material shortages, 
recognized as the immediate 
cause of the bogging down of the 
postwar home construction pro- 
gram, include almost all the es- 
sential components of a dwelling, 
from all-important lumber and 
millwork dovn to such humble 
items as nails and soi] pipe. 
The only materials reported as 
plentiful are cement, sand, gravel, 
window glass, paint and some 
plumbing and hardware items. 
Primarily responsible for short- 
ages, builders and dealers con- 
tend, is the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, which they say is 
keeping price ceilings so low and 
#0 unbalanced that producers 
either cease operation, specialize 
in goods not usable in houses or 
channe! their products, particular- 
ly lumber, into black markets. 
The last-named activity has re- 
sulted in exorbitant, if not pro- 
hibitive, prices for lumber and 
worse, from the standpoint of the 
veteran seeking a home, the chan- 
meling of lumber into illegal, non- 
housing construction. 
Meantime, homesites in the St. 
Louis area, as elsewhere, lie bar- 
ren, or with partly finished houses 
on them, while dealers frantically 
scour the country for materials, 
even sending trucks to the South 
for lumber at-prices as much as 
two or three times higher than 
ceilings. 
' Low Wartime Inventories. 
A major factor contributing to 
the building materials shortage 
uaquestionably is the low inven- 
tories resulting from wartime con- 
Version of industries and use by 
the armed forces of the bulk of 
those materials which were pro- 
duced. Lumber stocks in the St. 
Louis area, for example, are re- 
ported as about 20 per cent of 
formal and badly balanced as to 
sizes. Millwork stocks are non- 
existent. 
The country’s capacity to pro- 
duce safficient building materials 
for the emergency housing pro- 
gram of 2,700,000 units by the end 
of 1947, proposed by Nation- 
al Housing Expediter Wilson W. 
Wyatt, is generally recognized. A 
study conducted by a group of 
economists unde~ auspices of the 
Producers’ Council, a national or- 
ganization of building products 
manufacturers, showed plant ca- 
pacities for critical items ranging 
from 11.2 to $2.5 per cent greater 
than needed to complete an ini- 
4ial 875,000 housing units under 
the program. Practical plant ca- 
pacity for construction lumber, 
millworl: and flooring, the ex- 
rts found, is 28,100,000 board 
eet, far above requirements. 
+ The Department of Labor, in a 
‘bulletin published in 1944, said: 
“Productive capacity for all types 
of building materials, except 

lumbing fixtures and lumber, is 
gufficient for a construction -rate 
wf 15 billion dollars a year, In 


baffle the most objective-minded 
expert. | 

Take, for example, the CPA or- 
der barring all but the most es- 
sential non-housing construction. 
This means that producers of 
many building materials must-re- 
vamp their processes so as to cut 
production of goods used in large 
buildings and increase the supply 
of home construction materials. 

To the uninitiated this would 
seem not too much of a sacrifice, 
but a large St. Louis sand, gravel 
and cement firm, responding to a 
Chamber of Commerce survey of 
the local building material] situa- 
tion, pointed out that the screen- 
ing process which grades out 
small gravel of the type neces- 
sary for small foundations also 
produces large sizes usable only 
in heavy foundations. The com- 
pany reported its yards were over- 
run with fist-size gravel for 
which there was little market and 
that it would be forced to install 
expensive crusher equipment. 

A large clay products firm gave 
a cheerful picture of prospects for 
early supplies of brick and tile 
to meet all needs, but added that 
“if construction is limited to 
small housing a large quantity of 
masonry materials will go beg- 


An electrical supply firm re- 
ported that its profits from manu- 
facture of small home equipment 
were so small that it would be 
forced to shut down if, for lack 
of a market, it had to discontinue 
the more profitable large kinds 
of electrical supplies. 


Lumber Supply Inadequate. 

The head of one of the city’s 
largest lumber firms, asked by 
the chamber to survey the local 
lumber field, replied: “A survey is 
not necessary. I know from nmty 
own knowledge that stocks of 
lumber and millwork. on hand in 
St. Louis and presently available 
are entirely inadequate for an ex- 
tensive building program. I know 
that inventories of both lumber 
and millwork are only about 20 
per cent of normal and badly 
broken. There are no stocks of 
such items as flooring, siding, ex- 
terior finish, moldings, windows 
and doors.” 


A large wholesale hardware 
firm reported the following as 
‘extremely short”: Nails, roofing 
Paper, shingles, screen wire, 
screen doors, window screens, soil 
Pipe, bathtubs and fittings, elec- 
trical wire and devices and build- 
ers’ hardware. 

Additional evidence of the build- 
ing material shortage in this area, 
if any were needed, is given in a 
survey tonducted by Building Sup- 
ply News, a trade journal pub- 
lished in Chicago. The survey 
showed that in the first quarter 
of 1946, percentages of Missouri 
dealers receiving no shipments of 
key materials were as follows: 
Lumber, 50 per cent; brick, 42 per 
cent; sewer pipe, 24 per cent; gyp- 
sum lath, 35 per cent: plywood, 
56 per cent; wood shingles, 77 
per cent; millwork, 33 per cent.

Production Estimates. 

Estimates prepared by the Pro- 
@ucers’ Council group indicated, 
moreover, that all the necessary 
materials, except plywood, for the 
initial 875,000 houses of the Wyatt 
goal could be produced this year. 
‘At the same time the report con- 
ceded that plants recently had 
been operating at from 27 to 72 

r cent of capacity “because of 

adequate price ceilings.” 

The Civilian Production Admin- 
Ystration, in its current bulletin, 
emphasizes that “considerable pro- 
duction progress has been made 
Sn recent months,” but is not near- 
ly as optimistic as the Producers’ 
Council in its estimates of the 
946 capabilities of producers. 

Shortages in all key materials 
will continue throughout the year, 
CPA says, with deficits ranging 
from 9.7 per cent of the needed 
quantities in water closets, to 44.3 
per cent in cast iron radiators. 
Lumber will be short 18.2 per cent 
of requirements, brick 21.9 per 
cent, soil pipe 31.5 per cent, gyp- 
sum board 31.77 per cent, asphalt 
“roofing 11.7 per cent, warm air 
“furnaces 24.2 per cent, bathtubs 
20.4 per cent, sinks 39.7 per cent 
‘and lavatories 21 per cent, ac- 
cording to the CPA estimates. 

Price ceilings “are not now a 
major impediment to production 
in the bulk of cases,” since OPA 
thas “gone a long way toward cor- 
recting price maladjustments,” the 
CPA bulletin states. Other deter- 
rents to production include labor, 
equipment and raw materials 
shortages, the bulletin says. 

What the effect will be of the 
$400,000,000 in subsidies voted by 
Congress for building materials 
manufactufers, remains to be 
seen. In its bulletin, published 
‘before the congressional action, 
CPA said: “If Congress takes 
positive action to place in the 
hands of the administrative agen- 
cies additional tools which they 
can use in the battle for greater 
materials production, CPA is hope- 
ful that the indicated deficits can 
be reduced to negligible propor- 
tions or totally eliminated, but it 
takes time to accelerate the pro- 
duction of materials.” 

New Problems in Regulations. 

Wherever lies the blame for the 
shortages, an outstanding fact ad- 
duced from a study of local con- 

ditions is that government regula- 
tion, however well intentioned, to- 
gether with the normal tendency 
of business to operate profitably 


some shipments, the report showed 
the following median percentages 
of normal first quarter receipts: 
Lumber, 15. per cent; brick, 30 
per cent; gypsum lath, 20 per 
cent; plywood, 10 per cent: wood 
Shingles, 25 per cent; millwork, 
20 per cent. 

Example of Effect of Price. 

An example of how “unbalanced” 
price ceilings fail to remedy con- 
ditions was cited by an officer of 
a large St. Louis millwork concern. 
Discussing the recent 23 per cent 
increase in millwork average 
prices, he said: “The increase is 
fine, but the sawmill people Say 
that ceilings on lumber are still 
too low. We can’t produce mill- 
work without lumber.” The OPA 
recently granted price increases 
averaging $4.50 per 1000 board 
feet on western Ponderosa pine, 
principal wood in millwork. 
Methods followed in operation 
of the lumber black market range 
from simple unrecorded cash 
transactions to more complex 
deals in which a buyer puts up 
earnest money to buy a sawmiill, 
then “changes his mind” and for- 
feits the earnest money after buy- 
ing all the lumber:he needs at 
ceiling prices. 

Frank J. Moore, secretary of the 
Wood Products Institute of Great- 
er St. Louis, told the Post-Dispatch 
a large proportion of lumber now 
entering the St. Louis area was in 
the black market category. 

“A small builder starts con- 
struction of a group of houses, 
hoping he’ll be able to scrape up 
the necessary materials as he goes 
along,” Moore said. “An unknown 
man in a truck pulls up and says 
he might be able to help out on 
lumber. The contractor tells the 
man what he needs and next day 
the truck appears with just the 
sizes required. The contractor 
pays off, at maybe three times 
the ceiling, and away goes the 
truck. It’s as simple as that.” 

Third-rate lumber, bought at 
first-grade prices, is not easily de- 
tected after it is sawed up and 
put into a house. 

A dealer in a farm community 
wrote Building Supply News that 
he was getting all the lumber he 
wanted—by shipping 500 pounds 
of butter every week to his West 
Coast agent. 

A commentary on the poor qual- 
ity of present-day lumber was 
given by another dealer who said: 
“A carpenter told me he had to 
wear goggles when he drove a 
nail to keep water from squirting 
in his eye.”

RESTAURANTS ASK 
CUSTOMERS 1 
EAT LESS BREAD 


Hotels and Coffee Shops 
Also Urge Voluntary 
Denial Plan During 
Wheat Shortage. 


. 


With the wheat shortage and its 
by-product, the bread shortage, be- 
coming more acute, patrons of St. 
Louis restaurants and hotel din- 
ing rooms and coffee shops are be- 
ing asked to limit themselves to 
one slice of bread or one roll a 
meal, 

Posters requesting the public to 
co-operate in this program, in sup- 
port of the famine relief drive, 
have beer’ distributed by the St. 
Louis Restaurant Association to 
its members. B. M. Franks, exec- 
utive secretary of the group, said 
the self-denial plan is voluntary. 
If customers insist on more bread 
they probably will get a second 
helping, unless conditions continue 
to get more critical, he said. 

Most hotels are serving one 
piece of bread or a single roll to 
each customer in their dining 
rooms and coffee shops, E. A. 
Leach, president or the Hotel Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis, reported. Pas- 
try items are disappearing and 
hotel baking is being confined 
largely to bread and rolls to con- 
serve dwindling wheat supplies. 

One restaurant chain which does 
most of its own baking, reported 
it was serving only one roll with 
each hot meal, and the rolls are 
being made smaller and lighter. A 
number of neighborhood eating 
places have discontinued carrying 
extra bread stocks on weekends 
for home consumption, being able 
to obtain only enough for their 
own use. 

The Valier & Spies Milling Co.. 
5070 Shreve avenue, has been 
forced to shut down its hard wheat 
milling plant this month because 
of the grain shortage, but is main- 
taining soft wheat milling at about 
75 per cent of normal production. 
Saxony Flour Mills, 321 Lombard 
street, has suspended operations 
temporarily and other mills are 
facing possible shutdowns until 
the new wheat is available in July. 


BELLEVILLE BILLS 
WOULD LEGALIZE 
SLOT MACHINES 


The Belleville city council will 
be asked to take action tomorrow 
night on two bills which would of- 
ficially designate handbooks as 
“athletic information centers” and 
slot and pinball machines as “me- 
chanized amusement devices.” 
The two measures, introduced by 
councilmen, who didn’t sign them, 
would license the handbooks and 
machines. Supporters of the bills 
contend the fees would produce 
income estimated at $25,000 a year 
for the city. Annual fees would 
be $5000 for athletic information 
centers and $100 for each mechan- 
ized amusement device, with a lim- 
itation of five devices in one loca- 
tion, 

After City Attorney Eugene H. 
Widman refused to draw up the 
proposed ordinances, because “state 
statutes prohibit gambling,” sev- 
eral alderman retained a lawyer 
to prepare the measures. They 
maintained they have sufficient 
support to insure passage of the 
bills. 

Fines of $500 to $1000 for opera- 
tion of an unlicensed handbook 
and $50 to $200 for each unlicensed 
machine are provided. The deci- 
sion to introduce the bills followed 
action of the village council of 
Millstadt in licensing slot machines 
two weeks ago.

Park avenues, yesterday after- 
noon, 


It was 4:12 p.m. standard time, 
12 minutes after the time first 
set for the strike, when Charles 
J. Jenkins, general chairman of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen for the Terminal lines, 
called Ira T. Davis, Terminal gen- 
eral superintendent, and told him 
he had received notice from Cleve- 
land headquarters of.the 5-day 
postponement, Jenkins then noti- 
fied the men to return to work. 

While the Terminal’s engineers 
and trainmen were waiting in 
Druids’ Hall, Jenkins ‘and E. P. 
Delworth, divisional chairman of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, called the office of A. 
F, Whitney, head of the trainmen, 
in Cleveland. Whitney read to 
Jenkins the text of a telegram 
which he said he had filed in 
Cleveland, but which Jenkins had 
not received, telling of the post- 
ponement. 

The text of the telegram was: 

“At the urgent request of the 


President of the United States, 
that progress can be made in 
further negotiations with the rail- 
Ways, we have agreed with rail- 
to move the strike date from 4 
p.m. May 18 to 4 p.m. Thursday, ’ 
May 23, standard time, at all ter- 
minals, Please be governed ac- 
cordingly.” 
Deiworth Addresses Men. 


Delworth, after notifying those 
in the meeting to return to work, 
made a short speech. “You,” he 
told his hearers, “are the men 
who, the railroad said, hadn’t 
enough nerve to strike, but this 
is the time the railroads are tied 
up all across the country by men 
who meant what they said in 
1946 as well as back in 1888. It 
is a pleasure to see you doing 
what you said you would. Whit- 
ney and Johnston (Alvanley John- 
ston, chief of the engineers) are 
returning to Washington, and I 
think we'll bring home the bacon.” 

On the sidewalk outside, soon 
afterward, Delworth advised the 
men to return to work, but not to 
hurry unduly, 

If the strike had started at 4 
o’clock (standard time) as sched- 
uled, about 2000 locomotive engi- 
neers and 6000 trainmen would 
have quit work On 28 roads and 
the Terminal Association. When 
the Terminal’s afternoon shift 
reported at the station at 2:30, 
each man was asked if he in- 
tended to work.

It was purchased in the French 
black market and cost more than 
Délay More Serious. 

Delay is considered a more se- 
rious impediment than expense. 
The question of national prestige 
at once showed its head. The 
Americans and British required 
three weeks each to present the 
main body of their accusations. 
The French held it would be a 
disgrace if they, in turn, con- 
sumed less than three weeks. The 
. Russians demanded four. 

It did not matter that the French 
and Soviet cases duplicated large 
volumes of documents already in- 
troduced by the British and Amer- 
icans and that the proceedings 
became, in an exhausting degree, 
what lawyers term “repetitious.” 
Each national delegation felt com- 
pelled to equal or surpass the 
showing of the others. Moreover, 
whether they had anything im- 
portant to ask or not, each of the 
four legal delegations has exacted 
representation in the cross-exami- 
nation of leading witnesses. 

The necessity of translation alone 
has at least doubled the normal 
length of the trial. The witnesses 
are forced to speak slowly, with 
a pause after every phrase. Many 
times a day the glow of yellow or 
red lights indicates the translators 
have fallen behind or for the 
moment are swam 

It Often Breaks Down. 

Thousands of visitors have been 
entranced by the magic dial and 
earphones with which every seat 
is equipped. By twirling a point- 
er, the listener may hear the testi- 
mony verbatim or else in English, 
French, Russian or German trans- 
lation. But this intricate appa- 
ratus is subject to frequent de- 
rangement. Hardly a day passes 
without the failure of one channel 
or another. Then the proceedings 
are halted perforce or even ad- 
journed until repairs are made. 

Russian and particularly Ger- 
man attorneys sre addicted to 
what.may be called the “grab-bag 
method” of putting questions. 

They start with one query and 
then pack in eyery other one 
which occurs to them at the mo- 
ment. Witnesses are confused by 
these portmanteau interrogations 
or may plausibly pretend to have 
misunderstood. Defense witnesses 
in particular appear to have made 
a system of demanding that ques- 
tions be repeated. In that fash- 
ion probably weeks in the aggre- 
gate have been squandered. 

As a drastic measure toward 
time-saving, the tribunal has set 
up a five-member commission—a 
sort of grand jury—which will 
meet tomorrow and seek to 
streamline the evidence in the 
case of the Nazi organizations 
which are under indictment. Vol- 
unteering as witnesses have been 
more than 92,000 champions of the 


commission, witnesses numbering 
upwards of 300 including some of 
the top flight’ names of the Ger- 
man war organization, have been 
thronging of recent days into the 
Nuernberg jail. Some wére brought 
by airplane from captivity in the 
United Kingdom. The identity of 
most is withheld but it has be- 
come known that among the dis- 
tinguished arrivals are Field 
Marshals Gerd von Rundstedt and 


Ewald von Gleist and Gen. Gun- 


ther Blummencitt. They will ap- 
pear in defense of the general 
staff and high command. 

At the conclusion of its hear- 
ings, the commission will submit 
a shorthand record to the tribunal. 
It is hoped by this means to cut 
the proceedings against the in- 
dicted organizations. from many 
months to four weeks. 

Whether there are further inter- 
national hearings or not, Brig. 
Gen. Telford Taylor, chief of the 
new “subsequent proceedings divi- 
sion,” is a on the presump- 
tion that there will be numerous 
and simultaneous trials of German 
industrialists and major war crim- 
inals in American local and occu- 
pational courts. By thus dividing 
the task, he hopes to complete it 
by the end of the current year. 

Staff Built Up. 

While recently in the United 
States, he recruited a staff of at- 
torneys and researchers who have 
been arriving by the scores. They 
are sifting and winnowing hun- 
dréds of thousands of possible de- 
fendants. Some against whom the 
evidence appears weak will be 
freed. Many more will be sent for 
trial to the theaters where .their 
principal offenses are alleged to 
have been committed—for exam- 
ple, Norway, Denmark, Greece, 
Yugoslavia and Poland. 

In case there is no international 
action, the French, British and 
Russians will be expected to han- 
dle suits pertaining to their own 
zones of occupation. For cases of 
outstandi significance, Gen. 
Taylor will try to make use of 
the Nuernberg courthouse and its 
organized facilities. 

Named to succeed Justice Rob- 
ert H. Jackson as United States 
chief of counsel at the end of the 
current trial, Gen, Taylor is 38 
years old. He was born in Sche- 
nectady, N.Y., and was educated 
at Williams College and the Har- 
vard Law School, His last civil- 
ian post was that of general coun- 
sel for the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. 

Entering the Army as a major 
in 1942, he eh beg 5 b rd 7 
ropean campaign in litary in- 
telligence. Following V-E day he 
was transferred to the prospective 
staff of the war crimes tribunal, 
He won promotion with his bril- 
liant pleading against the general 
staff and high command, known 
to be the most difficult to attack 
of all the indicted Nazi organiza- 
tions. He is married, has two

He evidently feels that thé United 
bargaining position with 
Russia has been improved by the 
Paris agreement for revision of 
Italian armistice terms. He ex- 
pects this to ease the pressure for 
quick peace agreements, which 
previously had been a primary 
American concern, 


However, he is believed to feel 
strongly that no effort should be 
spared to end left-over war condi- 
tions in Europe as quickly as pos- 
sible, to wind up occupation armies 
except in Germany, and to hold a 
European peace conference with- 
out undue delay. 


When Byrnes left for Paris he 
told reporters that if he were to 
comment on his mission he would 
have to put it in terms of the old 
hymn, “Standing in the Need of 
Prayer.” 

At that time he had in mind the 
possibility of a complete and final 
failure to reach peace agreements 
among the Big Four powers, with 
Britain, France and United 
States splitting sharply away from 
Russia. What actually happened 
at Paris appeared in several in- 
stances to have widened this split 
—notably failure to agree on a 
German control treaty, to arrange 
for the evacuation of troops from 
Austria or to settle any of the 
basic territorial arguments in- 
volved in treaty-making. 


On the other hand, American in- 
formants familiar with the Paris 
sessions put these down as posi- 
tive gains; Russia’s withdrawal of 
its claim on Tripoli, an approach 
to an Italian reparations agree- 
ment, and the long, detailed ex- 
change of views which might have 
brought Moscow, Washington, 
London and Paris closer to under- 
standing each other’s positions. 


Byrnes reportedly is still hope- 
ful that his proposal for a 25-year 
Big Four alliance against the mili- 
tary resurgence of Germany will 
be accepted by all sides, allay 
fears about future German aggres- 
sion and clear the way for build- 
ing a real peace over the whole 
continent of Europe. 


NEW AFL BAKERY CONTRACT 


Bakery and confectionery em- 
ployes in East St. Louis and Al- 
tom are among 2000 AFL Bakery 
and Confectionery Union Members 
in 30 Illinois communities who 
are covered by a new contract on 
Wages and hours, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by a negotiat- 
ing .committee representing the 
union and wholesale bakeries. 

The contract provides over-all 
30 per cent average pay increase 
and overtime for work in excess 
of six hours and 40 minutes a day. 
Bakers will receive 40 hours pay 
for 33 hours and 20 minutes of 
actual work in weeks during which 
holidays occur. Negotiations were

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TO CHECK LIQUOR 
SALES 10 MINORS 


Judge Calls Attention to 
Reports Juveniles Have 
Been Buying  Intoxi- 
cants. 


A grand jury investigation of 
reports that some taverns are 
selling liquor to minors, includ- 
ing juveniles, was called for yes- 
terday by Circuit Judge Amandus 
Brackman of Clayton. 


In convening the 1946 St. Louis 
County grand jury, the judge did 
not mention the unsolved murder 
of Alice Shryock of ~*Overland 
last April 3, but it is known that 
investigation of this case dis- 
closed that some tavern opera- 
tors have been selling liquor to 
boys and yirls for consumption 
on the premises. 


“The sale of intoxicating liquors 
to young boys and girls has a 
demoralizing influence on their 
characters,” Judge Brackman told 
the jurors. “In some instances it 
creates an utter disrespect for law 
and may be productive of vice and 
crime. The increase of juvenile 
delinquency has become a matter 
of grave national concern.” 

He pointed out that bartenders 
and tavern operators should be 
able to distinguish a juvenile—un- 
der 17 years old—and a minor 
from an adult. Some reports re- 
ceived on liquor sales, he said, in- 
dicated some juveniles are nightly 
visitors to taverns. 

In addition to the sale of intoxi- 
cants to minors, the jury was re- 
quested to investigate all felonies, 
which would include the Shryock 
case; conditions of all public build- 
ings and conduct of all public offi- 
cials, gambling and violations of 
the game and fish laws of the 
state. 


Under the law, St. Louis county 
is required to have at least one 
grand jury session a year. It has 
been customary for judges to call 
the jury in the September term. 
The summoning of the jury at the 
earlier date this year was said to 
have been the result of reports on 
illegal sales of intoxicants to 
minors. 

Henry O. Hendricks, president 
of the H. O. Hendricks Real Es- 
tate Co., who lives at 2614 Lynd- 
hurst drive, Wheaton, was ap- 
pointed foreman of the jury.

The May issue of the journal, 
which will be distributed to pub- 
lic schools this week, is devoted 
entirely to articles on radio edu- 
cation.

Out of this total the American 
armies alone captured more than 
8,000,000, according to Col, H. J. 
Lemley, statistician for the United 
States armed forces division. In 
addition, the British, in a recent 
report made to the Allied Control 
Council, disclosed they had cap- 
tured 2,663,000, while the French 
took another 35,000 German pris 
oners. 

Thus, the western Allies cap- 
tured, or accepted the capture of

FIRST BIKINI TESTS 

TO SHOW EFFECTS 
ON LIVING THINGS 


Trained Tru-Health 
Representative Will 
Be Here to Advise 


PEARL HARBOR, May 18 (UP) 
Although the deep underwater 
atomic bomb detonation planned 
for early next year will be much 
more destructive, this summer's 
two Bikini explosions—an air drop 


and a shallow underwater deto- 
nation—will be a more effective 
test of the bomb’s power against 
living things. 

This was the view expressed 
here today by V. Adm. W. H. P. 
Blandy, who is in charge of the 
forthcoming tests. 

Substituting for human beings 
aboard 22 of the 74 target ships 
in Bikini lagoon will be 200 pigs, 
200 goats and 4000 white rats. 
Some of the larger animals will 
be dressed in Army and Navy 
clothing, 

Blandy, commander of Joint 
Task Force One, spent nearly four 
hours today going over plans for 
operation “crossroads” with 200 
key members of his staff. 

He said detonation methods to 
be used in the first two tests 
would be much more dangerous to 
theoretical personnel than that of 


the third. 

Conceding that incapacitated 
personnel mearS incapacitated 
ships, Blandy said that the deep 
underwater atomic burst would be 
much more damaging to ships 
themselves. The latter test also 
may be held in the Marshalls. 

The conference today disclosed 
the “air plan’ for the Bikini tests, 
including a, dummy bomb drop 
and missions by photography and 
instrument planes which will be 
held June 10 and 19. A full dress 
rehearsal by the entire task force 
is scheduled for June 25. 

Among those who participated 
in today’s briefing was Navy Capt. 
W. E. Walsh, task force medical 
officer. He listed the “casualty- 
producing’ effects of the bomb as 
intense heat, blinding light, super- 
intense blast, neutro and gamma 
ray penetration and radio-active 
products of nuclear fission. 

Walsh said that unprotected 
eyes would be endangered up to 
20 miles from the burst. He added 
that no human beings ought to be 
nearer than eight miles to the 
explosive center. 

The VU. S. S. Mount McKinley, 
Adm. Blandy’s flagship, will be 
only 10 miles away from each test, 
while 80 Army and Navy aircraft 
will be in the air at distances 
from 10 to 40 miles away at the 
ships in the task force will be 18 
to 20 miles away.

Contin- 
uation of hostilities in Asia ap- 
pears to baffle all attempts at 
settlement.” 

Even more dangerous, the state- 
ment continued, is “the deep cleav- 
age in policy” between the United 
States and Britain on one hand 
and Russia on the other. 

“The American Federation of 
Labor unequivocally condemns the 
attitude taken by Soviet Russia 
since the war ended. In Europe 
and in Asia, she has employed 
force instead of consultation with 
other powers. Russia has seized 
captured territory, she has brazen- 
ly sought to extend her influence 
and domain over most of Asia and 
eastern Europe.” 

The council said that it con- 
sidered it “significant that the 
foreign agents of Moscow” were 
again “assailing the foreign-policy 
of the United States and accusing 
us of ‘mperialism.’. . At a 
recent convention in Atlantic City 
of a union of Government em- 
, and not affiliated with the 

erican Federation of Labor, 
resolutions were adopted con- 
demning the United States and 
Great Britain for ‘aggression.’” 

This obviously referred to the 
CIO United Public Workers, which 
had passed a resolution at its 
Atlantic City convention criticizing 
the United States and Britain.

Suits charging sale of lumber at 
prices exceeding the ceiling limits 
set by the Office of Price Admini- 
stration were filed against two 


lumber dealers in United States 
District Court yesterday by the 
St. Louis OPA office. 

Defendants are the partners in 
Forest Park Lumber & Supply 
Co., 6321 Clayton avenue, and 
Virgil E. Roberson, owner and op- 
erator of the Hillsboro Lumber & 
Supply Co., Hillsboro, Jefferson 
county. . 

These actions reflect the wide- 
spread campaign by various gov- 
ernment agencies to eliminate the 
black market in lumber. Short- 
age of lumber is the most acute of 
the scarcities of construction ma- 
terials, due to sharp curtailment 
of legitimate lumber production. 
The industry has complained that 
OPA price ceilings are too low and 
recently there some increase have 
been allowed. These are not the 
first OPA suits filed here over 
alleged overcharges on lumber. 

The suit against the Forest Park 
concern seeks $600 damages, list- 
ing as defendants Eric J. Luecht- 
feld, Oscar J. Luechtfeld, Victor 
Luechfeld, Cora Baallman and 
Hilda John.

WASHINGTON, May 18—Presi- 
dent Frederick A. Middlebush of 
the University of Missouri left 
Washington last night for Colum- 
bia encouraged by the sympathetic 
hearing he had received from 
Chairman Fritz G. Lanham of the 
House Public: Buildings and 
Grounds Committee on the neces- 
sity of appropriating additional 
federal funds and of allocating 
additional surplus military build- 
ings to meet the housing require- 


-jments of Missouri veterans exer- 


cising their educational privileges 
under the G.I. Bill of Rights, 
Accompanied by John W. Wol- 
pers of Poplar Bluff, chairman of 
the executive committee of the 
board of curators, and Leslie Cow- 
an, vice president of the university 
in charge of business operations, 
Dr. Middlebush was seeking tem- 
porary housing accommodations 
for the 5000 veterans who are ex- 
pected this fall at Columbia and 
the Schoo] of Mines at Rolla. 
Specifically, the university dele- 
gation wanted surplus barracks, 


hospitals and dining halls moved | 


from Jefferson Barracks and Fort 
Leonard Wood to Columbia and 
Rolla. The Leonard Wood instal- 
lations have not yet been declared 
surplus, but Cowan has put in ap- 
plications with the Federal Public 
Housing Authority for individual 
buildings there. He also is seek- 
ing homes for 60 new faculty 
members needed to take care of 
the increased enrollment. 

Long-Range Program Also. 

This immediate temporary pro- 
gram, the delegation emphasized 
to the Post-Dispatch, is entirely 
separate from $6,000,000 long-range 
university program now before the 
Missouri Legislature. 

There are no state funds avail- 
able for the temporary program, 
Wolpers said. The major cost to 


‘Bthe Federal Government would be 
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the moving of the buildings and 
their re-erection near the univer- 
sit-- and school campuses. At Co- 
lumbia, for which additional tem- 
porary accommodations for 2000 
students are required, the build-| | 
ings would be re-installed south @ 
of the gymnasium. 

“It is unfair to the veteran,” Dr. 
Middlebush said, “‘to bring him to 


a place to live. Without adequate 
housing, he will be unable to avail 
himself of the opportunities pre- 
sented by the university.” 

At the Federal Public Housing 
Authority, Dr. Middlebush was in- 
formed that all surplus buildings 
and equipment available had been 
allocated to educational institu- 
tions and there was prospect of 
no more, 

Chairman Lanham told him that 
he had ‘been informed by the Uni- 
versity of Texas that a similar 
student housing shortage existed 
there and would be worse in the 
fall. He said that he had thought 
Congress had done everything 
asked of it for the veterans’ edu- 
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cational program. 
Congress Action Sought. 
After conferring with Lanham, | 
Dr. Middlebush, as a member of | 
the executive committee of the 


‘National Association of State Uni- 


versities, immediately started a 
campaign to get Congress to au- 
thorize additional allocations by 
the Public Housing Authority to 
educational institutions. It is un- 
derstood that Housing Expediter 
Wilson Wyatt will be told about 
the present problem, Later Wyatt 
and Congress will be given speci- 
fic figures on the needs of the va- 
rious state universities. 

Cowan said that present enroll- 
ment at the university was 6000, 
of whom a half are veterans, and 
that the enrollment for the 1946- 
47 year would be about 10,000, of 
whom half would be veterans, if 
adequate housing accommoda- 
tions could be provided. Applica- 
tions are coming in at the rate of 
800 a week, he said.. He seemed 
a little frightened at the prospect.

The Mayor and Milton M. Kin- 
sey, president of the Board of 
Public Service, will call on Navy 
officers to request again that the 
Navy pay for covering that por- 
tion of the stream which is near 
the Navy’s air facilities at the air- 
port, ° 

An earlier request by the city 
that the Navy share in the cost 
of enclosing the creek was turned 
down. The estimated cost of cov- 
ering the section near the’ Navy 
facilities is about $100,000, Kinsey 
estimated. 

Other sections of the stream are 
already being enclosed in connec- 


2\tion with the planned expansion 


of the size of the field. 
The Mayor and Kinsey will also 


S\be joined in Washington by Clif- 


ford W. Gaylord, recently ap- 
pointed as chairman of the civil- 
ian section of the Municipal Air- 
port Commission. The group will 
reiterate the city’s request that 
the Army and Navy reimburse 
the city for about $250,000 in dam- 
age done to the runways at the 
field by Army and Navy planes 
during the war. 

Conferences are scheduled, also, 
with officials of the Civil ‘Aero- 
nautics Administration to deter- 
mine the attitude of the CAA to- 
ward granting federal funds on 
airport improvement programs. 

The graup will also attempt to 
obtain the necessary. information 
and data for filing applications for 
such assistance. The city is espe- 
cially anxious to participate in a 
federal aid program recently 
adopted by Congress. Under: this 
program, about $9,000,000 would be

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High Spots of Longest 
Session of Legislature 
In Missouri's History 


Body Should Be Praised for Enactment of 
Laws to Support New Constitution but/: 
Failed to Use Opportunities for Many/? 


Needed Improvements in Government.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18. 


ITH the 1945 session of the Missouri Legislature lazily dying. 
eut, its members can take pride in a commendable work of 
revamping the executive departments of the state government 


and enacting the legislation necessary to meet the requirements of 


’ the new. Constitution. 

They can reproach themselves 
for an almost complete failure to 
avail themselves of the permissive 
provisions of the Constitution un- 
der which they could have opened 
the way for many much needed 
and highly desirable improve- 
ments in government. 

The failure may be attributed 
largely to a provincialism, from 
which no Mfssouri Legislature has 
been free and which has resulted 
many times in the people taking 
lawmaking to themselves under 
the Initiative provisien of the 
Constitution. It was the lack of 
willingness of the legislators to 
accept progressive ideas in gov- 
ernment that led to the adoption 
of the Initiative and Referendum 
40 years ago, and, in more recent 
years, to the creation of the Con- 
servation Commission and the 
adoption. of the Non-Partisan 
Court plan. Persisted in, it can 
cause the adoption of the Uni- 
cameral Legislature proposal, 


Adjournment Uncertain. 


Just when the final a&journ- 
ment of the session will come is 
uncertain, although some of the 
leaders expect the end by June 15. 
Already it has been in session 
more than twice as long as any 
previous Legislature, 501 days 
having elapsed since it convened 
Jan, 8, 1945. In this time it has 
actually met on only 216 days. The 
longest previous legislative ses- 
sion was that of 1943 when meet- 
ings were held on 116 days in a 
period of 230 days from the time 
of convening until final adjourn- 
ment, 


For several days there has ap- 
peared a restlessness among the 
members, an indication that they 
are virtually ready to quit as soon 
as the passage of the appropria- 
tions bills is completed. “Rigor 


mortis has set in” was the expres- 


gion of one Senator in describing 
present legislative atmosphere. 

An adjournment on the passage 
of the appropriation bills will 
leave without action many im- 
portant matters of legislation. 
pending either on the Senate or 
House calendar or in committees, 
many of ; them represented by 
bills which were introduced more 
than a year ago. . 

Never before has there been a 
Missouri Legislature in which as 
many members gave as little at- 
tention to the job as this one, as 
evidenced by the fact that in the 
501 days, there have been only 
216 sessions, although in that pe- 
riod there were only 144 Satur- 
days and Sundays, the usual days 
of recess, and a few public holi- 
days. There was one period of 20 
days in which a recess was re- 
quired to permit laws passed to 
become operative by the time re- 
quired by the Constitution. How- 
ever, the record is that the days- 
off were many more than twice 
the number of days on the joh, 


On Regular Salary. 

While there may be several 
reasons to which this failure of 
public responsibility may be at- 
tributed, probably the main one is 
that now the legislators are on a 
salary of $1500 a year, work-or- 
play. Prior to 1943 they were 
paid $5 a day for the first 70 days 
of a regular session and $1 a day 
thereafter. Then there was an in- 
centive to stay on the job and get 
it over with. Now the pay goes 
on whether the member is in 
Jefferson City or at home. 

The practice has been to meet 
Monday afternoon of each week 
and quit for the week Thursday 
at noon, which adds up to three 
days of legislative meetings a 
week. 

Sympathy h&s been extended to 
the members over the long ses- 
sion required to make the changes 
mecessary to meet the provisions 
of the new Constitution. The sal- 
ary-has been sufficient to enable 
them to. barely meet the cost of 
the most simple living in Jeffer- 
son City. Many paid out for living 


expenses much more than 
ceived in salary. ; 

This has resulted in the intro- 
duction of resolutions for the sub- 
mission of a Constitutional amend- 
ment to provide $5 a day for ex- 
penses for members for each day 
in actual attendance, and it is 
probable that such an amend- 
ment will be submitted at the 
next election. 


For extremely long sessions, 
and most of them will be long for 
a number of years, some provi- 
sion for expenses probably should 
be made, There are outstanding 
members in each house who have 
worked steadily and conscientious- 
ly, irked by the time off taken 
by many of their colleagues, and 
they have suffered from the long 
session.- As for the others, had 
they stayed on the job the session 
would have been shortened by 
many months. 


About one-third of the members 
of each House have been absent 
at each meeting, about 20 of the 
34 Senators being present and 100 
of the“150 House members, 

While theoretically it may be 
held that when a legislator ac- 
cepts the job, he should be willing 
to devote his time to public serv- 
ice, there is another side to the 
question, 


Penalties of Service. 


There come to mind several 
able, honest, conscientious lawyers 
who are members of the Legisla- 
ture. They are just reaching mid- 
die age, old enough to have the 
experience to make good legisla- 
tors, young enough to have pro- 
gressive ideas. They are good 
legislators. They have families 
with children. They have just 
reached the place in their profes- 
sion where their incomes are suf- 
ficient to maintain their families 
in comfort. They must build up 
their business now if they are 
ever to build it up. 


If they leave that business for 
six or eight months and are in 
Jefferson City all that time, their 
clients will go to others, and at 
the end of a long legislative ses- 
sion they will be virtually in the 
position of starting practice over 
again. If they can be in their of- 
fices two or three days a week, 
they can hold most of their busi- 
ness. 


There are few who would say 
that it should not be possible for 
such men to serve the state with- 
out devastating personal financial 
loss. There are few who would 
say that the legislative jobs 
should be left to the old men who 
have retired or to the town loaf- 
ers or purely small-type poli- 
ticians. 

It is probable that every future 
Legislature will be a long one, 
and that the present situation will 
continue unless the voters should 
decide either to pay much higher 
salaries or to have a unicameral 
body of from 50 to 75.members at 
salaries of $5000 a year or more. 

The primary job of the present 
Legislature was to implement the 
new Constitution. This required 
laws making very decided changes 
in the set-up of the executive state 
departments, and the passage of 


several hundred other laws to: 
bring the statutes into conformity 


with the Constitution. This job 
has been done well, but while it 
was being done through nearly a 
year and a half there was plenty 
of time to have passed many other 
beneficial laws, permitted but not 
required by the Constitution. In 
this the Legislature has failed. 


Work at Standstill. 


It is possible that some of the 
neglect may be remedied before 
final adjournment, but there is 
now no indication that it will be.

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System Not Considered Pana- 
cea for All Labor-Manage- 
ment Disputes but Evidence 
Shows It Has Helped; Many 

‘Concerns Have Adopted 
Plans and Others. Have 
Them Under Consideration.

WASHINGTON, May 18. 
ROFIT sharing as a means of dividing 
P the fruits of industry between those: who 
own tools of production and those who 
use them, is coming to the fore again. It 
has, historically, in periods of expanding 
business and mounting industrial tensions. 

The term is so difficult of precise defi- 
nition, and is applied so loosely, that it has 
been stretched to cover almost anything 
from the CIO-UAW contention that ‘‘ability 
to pay” be considered in its wage demand 
on General Motors, and the distribution of 
Christmas turkeys by some employers. 

For purpose of this discussion it is per- 
haps fitting to adopt the definition formu- 
lated by a Senate committee a few years 
ago: “All payments to employes which are 
in addition to the market, or basic wage 
rate.”’ 


Interest Abates 
During War Period. 


Interest in profit sharing lagged during 
the war period of high production and high 
wages. Evidence of the revival of that in- 
terest in Washington is found in proposals 
advanced recently by Senator William F., 
Knowland of California, and Representative 
Clare Booth Luce of Connecticut, both Re- 
publicans, 

In industry there have been two notable 
examples this year—adoption of profit 
sharing by the four West Coast building ma- 
terial firms of Eric A. Johnston, former pres- 
ident of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the unique contract of Henry J. 
Kaiser with the CIO-UAW which calls for a 
production bonus of $5-for each automobile 
produced, payment of the bonus to be con- 
tingent on uninterrupted production. 


Senator Knowland has: thrown out for 
discussion a profit sharing plan which 
would provide for negotiated basic wage 
rates, and “‘leeway’’ retroactive increases to 
be paid each year after determination of 
profits for that year. 

Applied, for instance, to the recent wave 
of disputes in the automobile industry, this 
might have meant immediate increases of 


10 per cent and “leeway” increases up to 20) 


per cent, contingent on profits. 

Mrs. Luce has introduced in the House a 
resolution calling for an investigation by its 
Ways and Means Committee to pick up 
where the Senate inquiry left off in 1939 
and examine the question of how Congress 
can foster the development of profit sharing. 

Senator Knowland told the Post-Dispatch 
his thoughts on the subject have not yet 
jelled, but that the response to the sugges- 
tion he made, judging by several hundred 
letters, had been favorable... He is continu- 
ing his study of the matter, and may have 
something to present to the Senate later, 
he said. ’ 


System Is Favored 
For Various Reasons. 


He showed the reporter a file of letters 
commenting on his proposal. Many Were 
from firms which have profit sharing in ef- 
fect, others were from companies which in- 
dicated they were studying the subject. 
Some were from locals of labor unions, some 
from union members. Most were from in- 
dividuals who spoke as such, and not as 
representatives of either management or 
labor. 

Nearly all were favorable. Among these 
were letters from a central organization of 
AFL unions in a California town, and a 
A local 
Teamsters’ Union sent its indorsement, and 
several letters of approval were from writers 
who described themselves as members of 
labor organizations. .A curious feature of 
the letters from those who did not identify 
themselves with either union organization or 
management was that, while nearly all fa- 
vored the scheme, they did so for different 
reasons. Perhaps half thought it favored 
unions, and the others thought it would 
serve to curb unions, 

“Labor leaders generally,” Knowland 
said, “seem to fear that profit sharing will 
lead to speed-up systems, and probably most

sharing. But if I am to judge by letters I 
received union members seem to favor it.” 

Not all letters from management were 
favorable. Knowland said some raised the 
objection that profits were one thing and 
wages another, that the two should not be 
linked. Some protested that they did not 
want to let their employes know what their 
profits were. But much of this information 
is already available through reports to stock- 
holders, income tax returns, and data sup- 
plied to the OPA and other government 
agencies, Knowland pointed out. 

“I don’t think the objections are insu- 
perable,” he said. “IT haven't thought 
through the details but it is possible that em- 
ployers who raise this objection might be 
persuaded to open their books to some medi- 
ating agency to be established by the gov- 
ernment. Or there may be some other 
answer, but I am sure "there is an answer.” 


Mrs. Luce told the Post-Dispatch the mini- 
mum objective of the House inquiry she 
seeks should be to point out to the country 
that there are hundreds of areas of labor- 
management peace in this period of indus- 
trial strife and that these areas of peace ex- 
ist largely where profit sharing is prac- 
ticed. The maximum objective, she thought, 
should be legislation which would allow some 
form of tax reduction to employers who 
do share profits with employes. 


Business Men React | 
Favorably to Suggestion. 


“The employer who pays 50 per cent of 
his income to Uncle Sam in taxes is really 
sharing the profits,” she added. “Very little 
of that money goes to the actual cost of 
necessary government. Most of it goes to 
pay for community services which benefit all 
the people. What I am suggesting is that 
Uncle Sam share profits at the source with 
the people who work, rather than at the 
spigot, which now is Washington.” 

Mrs. Luce sent letters outlining her pro- 
posal to 300 business firms throughout the 
country. About one-third responded, and of 
that third about 70 per cent, she said, indi- 
cated serious interest. Of those who were 
interested, 88 per cent favored profit shar- 
ing. : ? 

“In no other field I know about,’ she 
said, ‘‘have I found men so anxious to get 
rid of money. That in itself is suspicious. 
It suggests that profit sharing may be high- 
ly profitable.” 


She thought that “big, big business” and 
“big, big labor,’’ were both opposed. 

“They both make the same mistake,” she 
argued. ‘“‘They both view labor as a com- 
modity, as a hand to be used, as an extension 
of the machine. Sometimes there is a short- 
age of hands, and the labor leader tries to 
get a high price for what he has to .sell. 
Sometimes there is a surplus of hands, and 
business tries to pay less for what it has to 
buy. 

“A man with any moral sense must know 
that labor is not 4 commodity, its service to 
be bought and sold on a fluctuating market. 


‘ 


‘T accept as moral law that the service of a 


willing man should bring him enough to 
feed, clothe and. house his family at a level 
above subsistence regardless of the profits.” 
Some of her capitalist friends, she said, 
had scoffed at profit sharing, saying their 
enterprises would have no profits, were it 
not for their brains. With equal justice, 
she said, those who work for her capitalist 
friends might say there would be no profits, 
without their toil. 


“What does that suggest?” she asked. 
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EPRESENTATIVE LUCE 
"Profit sharing may be highly profitable." 


“It suggests to me that there is a partner- 
ship between the brain that runs the busi- 
ness and the hand that operates it, a part- 
nership as intimate as that between my hand 
and my brain. 


“TI don’t know what is the right plan for 
dividing the earnings of the business be- 
tween the brain and the hand,” she said, 
“but I do know what the right principle is. 
It is profit sharing.’’ 

Senator Knowland and Mrs. Luce touched 
on some of the advantages of profit shar- 
ing, as they are seen, diversely, by repre- 


sentatives of labor and management. 


Rank-and-File Labor 
Are Receptive to Plan. 


There is good reason to believe that 
labor union members are more receptive 
to such plans than labor leaders. When 
there is a profit to be shared, for instance, 
it results from the co-operative effort of 
workers and management, and the labor 
leader, who likes to be credited with all 
the gains made by his followers, ‘has little 
or nothing to do with it. There is, too, the 
fear that shared profits may be substituted 
for adequate basic wages, and that the 
stimulus of a share in the profits may en- 
courage speed-up systems. Another factor 
may be that an organization whose employes 
share the profits and are contented with 
working conditions is not a ripe field for 
organization of new unions. 

Employers who have successful profit- 
sharing plans are enthusiastic about them. 
Others, dissatisfied with results, have aban- 
doned them. Still others, with no experi- 
ence one way or the. other, raise objections. 


Cited in favor of profit-sharing by some 
managements is that it has eliminated 
‘“‘feather-bedding’’ devices which restrict 
the efforts of their workers; that it has 
increased productivity, and on an absolute 
basis increased the profits which flow to 
the owners. 3 

Some employers who view profit-sharing 
with disfavor take the view that labor is, 
as Mrs. Luce put, a “commodity,” to be 
bought at the market place when there is 
need for it, and to be turned out when there 
is none, Deeply rooted is an objection, 
cited by Senator Knowland, to disclosure of 
profits, which, of course, is a prerequisite 
to operation of any genuine profit-sharing 
plan, for how is the worker to know whether 
he is getting his fair share unless he xnows 
what the total profit is? 


A St. Louis Industry 


Cited as an Example. 


There is some evidence that profit shar- 
ing works better in smaller establishments, 
where the relationship between the worker, 
the management and the final product is 
more intimate than it is in large scale mass 
production industries. But there are many 
and notable exceptions, such as Procter & 
Gamble Co., Eastman-Kodak, Sears, Roe- 
buck Co., and General Electric Co. 


Illustrative of how profit sharing may 
contribute toward satisfaction of the deep- 
seated urge for securig® which marks the 
modern highly organized and competitive 
industrial system is the response by a large 
number of employes to whom the Senate 
committee which investigated profit shar- 
ing sent questionnaires. One question was 
how those who favored profit sharing 
thought payment should be made, and half

No power of occupation, not 
even Russia, has a fixed, clearly 
defined, firmly established policy 
toward Germany. Intelligent Ger- 
mans, democratic minded and 
eager to restore Germany to a 
political life of her own on a 
democratic basis, can not make 
head or tail out of the occupation 
policies of Russia, England, 
France or the United States—sim- 
ply because there does not seem 
to be such a policy. 


Russian Tactics. 


To begin with the Russians: 
No doubt Soviet Russia is a past 
‘master in political propaganda, 
and if it were her intention to 
sovietize the Eastern part of Ger- 
many she would find ways and 
means to achieve her goal. Yet, 
the Russian policy is just as vacil- 
lating and contradictory as are 
the policies of the other three 
powers of occupation, Russia has, 
on one side, taken steps aimed 
at and resulting in winning over 
some Germans to her side; nota- 
bly the Soviet-inspired land re- 
form resulting in partitioning of 
the large landed estates and dis- 
tribution of the land among small 
farmers and agricultural workers. 
On the other side Russia has done 
many things which can not but 
result in antagonizing even those 
Germans whose Communist incli- 
nations would make them particu- 
larly susceptible to Soviet propa- 
ganda, 

The behavior of the Red Army 
is most objectionable from _ the 
point of view of making friends 
for Russia; it appears as if the 
Russians do not care; the strip- 
ping of numerous plants of ma- 
chinery, ordering it to be disman- 
tled and shipped to Russia, has 
hit German workers far harder 
than the former owners of the 
factories. In that field the Rus- 
sian authorities did .not distin- 
guish between plants owned by 
single industrialists who might 
have been on the Nazi side, and 
plants which had been expropri- 
ated by the workers and recon- 
verted, like one subplant of the 
large metallurgic enterprise of 
Siemens & Haliske, called “Ar- 
tex.” Its workers, 95 per cent old 
Communists, had taken over this 
plant and, since it had been well 
stocked with raw materials, had 
begun to manufacture kitchen 
utensils on a co-operative basis. 


Threatesied With Death. 


The foreman, an old Berlin Com- 
munist, received the order from 
the Russian “Kommandantura” to 
dismantle the machinery and 
make it ready for shipment to 
Russia, 

He appealed to the Russian au- 
thorities, pointing out that the 
workers had done what Russian 
workers did in 1917 in Leningrad: 
taken the plant into their own 
hands by a revolutionary act; to 
no avail. He was coolly informed 
that he must do as told, if not, 
he would be put up against the 
wall and shot. He fled to an- 
other zone of occupation—having 
ceased to be a Communist. 


‘The Russian occupation authori- 
ties have reactivated the ugliest 
Nazi concentration camps of 
Buchenwald (near Weimar) and 
Sachsenhausen (near Berlin), and 
filled them with German Social- 
ists who had been there once be- 
fore as political prisoners of the 
Nazis; now they have been taken 
there again ag political prisoners 
of the Russians because they op- 
posed the ordered merger between 
the German Social Democratic 
and the Communist party in the 
Eastern zone of occupation. 

There are only two possible ex- 
planations of this Russian policy: 
either Russia does not care 
whether she makes any political 
converts in Germany and is mere- 
ly interested in getting out of 
the country whatever she needs 
or believes she needs irrespective

of the reaction of the population 
to her attitude; or she wishes te 
exercise her full force as a totali- 
tarian dictatorship not even hoth- 
ering to make friends but simply 
crushing everybody who dares to 
disagree. In strange contrast to 
this policy Russian authorities 
have permitted countless Nazis te 
retain their positions, especially 
in the literary and dramatic 
world. While the Americans (and 
I agree with a firm policy of ours 
on that score) would rather be 
satisfied with a second class or 
chestra conductor instead of re 
instating the Nazi collaborator 
Furtwaengler, the Russians per 
mitted many outright Nazis to re- 
main in leading positions in the 
theaters and music halls, It is 
an enigrha, : 

In the British zone of occupa- 
tion things are no better. There 
is no totalitarian practice; no 
concentration camps have been 
re-opened for political dissentees 
but the policy is just as contra- 
dictory. Old Nazis and fervent 
German nationalists, instead .of 
being weeded out, retain their po- 
sitions by the grace of the British 
authorities, whereas on the other 
hand anti-Nazis are supported in 
their efforts to revive the demo- 
cratic parties. In many instances 
it depends upon the local com- 
manding officer whether the em- 
phasis is on keeping Nazis as “ex- 
perts” in their positions, or 
whether anti-Nazis are favored. 


British and French. 


No one can tell what the British 
policy is to be; among the British 
officers supporters of Lord-~ Rob- 
ert Vansittart are to be found, as 
well as adherents to a policy of 
recognizing anti-Nazi Germans as 
a preferable element, | 


The French are in a class by 
themselves. When I interviewed, 
in Paris, one of the leading French 
socialist members of the Parlia- 
ment (chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee. of the Cham- 
ber of Deputees, 8. Grumbach) 
he admitted that Gen. Koenig’s 
forces of occupation are simply 
swarming with Vichyite officers, 
showing considerable ~ “under- 
standing” for the “expert” roles 
of Nazis, and permitting them te 
stay on. 


At the same time, the French, 
who in contrast to the British and 
Americans do not bring in their 
own food but live off the occu- 
pied land, act as inconsiderate if 
not ruthless as possible, employ- 
ing again African troops in large 
numbers for the purpose of hw 
miliating the occupied country, 
No doubt the intelligent French- 
men realize that this behaviour 
is likely to result In a resurging 
wave of nationalism in Germany, 
which was the reason for the

In American Zone. 


Nor is it any better in the 
American zone of occupation.

Did you know that no other industry 
demands such sacrifices from the men 
who serve it? Do you know of any war 
that has ever been fought with the ratio 
of losses, considering the number of men 
engaged on both sides, as great as the 
constant casualties and losses in coal 
mining? Can you wonder now that the 
Grafted soldiers of Great Britain refused 
to go into the mines, preferring to go to 
the battlefronts because their chances 
of surviving were greater? 

Did you know that the loss of human 
life and limb is so alarmingly great that 
a report of the Federal Bureau of Mines 
in 1943 carried the following statement? 

“Since Pearl Harbor, more men have 
been killed and injured in the coal mines 
of the United States than have been re- 
ported killed, wounded and missing by 
all branches of the armed forces.” 

In the face of al] the above facts, don’t 
you think it is about time that the press 
of this country gave the poor miner his 
just dues—the man who pays so severely 
in human blood and misery—that he 
might enjoy the comforts, conveniences, 
luxuries and prosperity so dependent 
upon his dangerous work in the bowels 
of the earth?

My father 
worked at the mines, as well as my two 
elder brothers.

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A Health Fight Subterfuge 


Die-hards in politics and in organized medi- 
cine continue their vigorous opposition to the 
reforms embodied in the Wagner-Murray-Din- 
gell bill. However, there has been a gradual 
change in their technique that indicates an 
awareness of the growing public support for 

No longer is the major emphasis placed on 
wild charges that providing adequate medical 
care for all the people at a cost they can afford 
will mean Socialism, Communism, dictatorship, 
regimentation of the medical profession, de- 
struction of private practice, etc., etc. Such 
outcries are still heard from time to time, but 
they have been so thoroughly discredited that 
a new and more subtle approach has been sub- 
stituted by many among the opponents. 

This takes the form of agreeing that more 
medical care should be made available to the 
public at reasonable cost, but that this need 


not be done under Federal supervision. Volun- . 


tary insurance plans are the answer, it is con- 
tended, and these should be encouraged as the 
complete solution of the problem. This is the 
general tenor of recent statements by medical 
sdciety officers, by Republican opponents of 
the Administration measure and by various 
witnesses at the recent hearings on the bill. 

This, at first sight, has a reasonable and 
plausible appearance. Voluntary insurance plans 
of various kinds are thriving over the country. 
The largest of them, the Blue Cross, has some 
16,000,000 members in 40 states. Medical so- 
cieties in numerous sections are sponsoring in- 
surance plans. Various industries and organiza- 
tions maintain them, and insurance companies 
offer such protection. ‘Then why not depend 
on the normal growth of these groups to solve 
the problem instead of setting up a large Fed- 
eral agency for the purpose? 

With all due credit to the insurance groups 
for excellent work within their fields, the fact 
is that they tannot begin to do the job for the 
whole working population. For one thing, the 
voluntary groups reach only about 12 per cent 
of the people. For another, most of them pro- 
vide only hospital care, not medical service. 
The few that do include medical care cover 
only about 3 or 4 per cent of the population. 
President Truman said of these various groups 
in his health message to Congress last Nov. 19: 

eir rate of growth does not justify 

the belief that they will meet more than a 

fraction of our people’s needs. ‘ 

It is actually impossible, in fact, for medical 
insurance groups to cover the whole population. 
Most of them fmust, for actuarial reasons, limit 
their membership to persons of certain age 
groups or certain income limits or to those in 
organized employment groups. Their services 
must be restricted to a certain number or type 
of calls, or extra premiums must be charged. 

The Missouri Medical Society's plan, for in- 
stance, covers only physicians’ and surgeons’ 
fees in hospital cases, to the exclusion of office 
calls, home visits and preventive medicine. These 
latter are the services which cover the greater 
part of an average family’s needs; hospital care 
is required in only a small percentage of cases. 

The WMD bill, as re-introduced last Novem- 
ber, would include the entire working popula- 
tion. This would spread the cost of medica] care 
to a point that would cause no excessive burden 
on anyone, The payroll deduction, $54 per year 
per worker at the maximum, with a similar con- 
tribution by the employer, may be compared 
with the national average spent for medical 
care: $123 per family. This is the amount ac- 
tually spent; it would rise to $260 per year if 
every family got all the medical care it should 
have, according to a survey made in 1937. 

In addition, the bill provides for expansion 
of public health facilities and for aid to medical 
education and research. It specifies that doc- 
tors may enter or remain out of the system, as 
they please, and that patients may continue to 
consult doctors on the present fee basis, if they 
wish. It provides for local and state councils to 
administer the system, thus establishing a sound 
decentralization. 

Voluntary plans cannot begin to provide such 
service or such a comprehensive system. Above 
all, they cannot provide the early diagnosis and 
preventive methods so urgently required to stop 
ilinesses before or soon after they start, and 


80 to elevate the health standards of the Amer- 


ican people. The present wide indorsement of 
voluntary plans is merely a subterfuge to block 
the broad reform required, but it will not dis- 
courage the WMD bill supporters, any more 
than did the outcries about Communism and dic- 
tatorship. 
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A Price Decontrol Policy 


The Senate Banking Committee is having 
trouble with a formula for the removal of price 
controls. The House prescribed removal when 
production reached 1941 rates—which wholly 
disregards the greatly increased current demand 
plus the backed-up demand. The Senate com- 
mittee obviously dislikes that blundering rule. 

Indeed, Senate Republican conservatives will 
go along with decontrol at 120 per cent of 1941. 
But that would not take care of, for example, 
building materials, for which demands may well 
run 500 per cent of 1941. On the other hand, 
it would tend to keep ceilings on some com- 
modities—sugar, for example—beyond any need, 
And it would lead to no end of disputes. 

It becomes all the clearer, therefore, that the 
need is not for a specific formula but for a clear 
policy directive that ceilings shall come off un- 
critical commodities as rapidly as possible and 
off critical ones as supply comes in approxi- 
mate balance with demand. Within the time 
limit set for total OPA liquidation, the timing of 
specific decontrols will be a mess unless it is 
left to the administrators. 

Senator Taft said on the radio Friday night 
that the Banking Committee members would 
favor leaving it to them except that they can- 
not be trusted. The Senator’s mind is running 
months behind events. Since the new wage- 
price policy was announced in February, hard- 
ly a day has passed that OPA has not announced 
new adjustments to the changed times. On Fri- 
day, for example, ceilings came off fresh and 
frozen fish, and radio prices were raised. We 
are therefore persuaded that OPA, with only so 
much amended direction as the Committee. for 
Economic Development’s research committee 
proposes, will faithfully execute its changed job. 

The daily news sustains that opinion. Any 
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member of Congress who desires expert confire 
mation might consider this statement from CED's 
distinguished staff of economists: 


Basic adaptation of price control to the 
needs of the transition must come from 
within the pricé-control authority itself, 
(which alone) can operate the new pro- 
cedures quickly, efficiently and in the spirit 
and with the result intended, ... This is 
not said in disparagement of the Price Ad- 
ministrator, who has shown great apprecia- 
tion of necessary changes, or of his staff. 
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The Senate Finally Arrived 


It appears that some Senators finally let the 
British loan come to a vote, and were persuaded 
to vote for it, with the idea that it would 
strengthen a bastion against Russia. They were 
the same members, no doubt, who finally voted 
a 45-day draft extension because it provides the 
weapon of plant seizure against John L. Lewis. 
And what a curious business it is, when bills 
may stand or fall on real or fancied b§-products 
instead of on clear and direct intent! : 

The British loan touches on Russian imperial 
purpose in only a very distant sense, To be 
sure, it is to promote capitalist trading between 
Britain and the United States and between both 
mations and any others which care to come in, 
But freer trading picks no quarrel with Russia. 
We hope also to strike mutually advantageous 
terms for trade with the Soviets. | 

Very directly, the loan advances our own self- 
ish interests. Britain, one of our best customers, 
can begin buying again from us in large quan- 
tity only when she has something to sell us 
again. The loan helps rebuild her capacity to 
produce and sell; meanwhile, it tides over a 
part of her subsistence, 

Surely of even greater importance, the op- 
portunity to rebuild on these terms lets Britain 
pledge herself to abandon the self-defensive 
trade and monetary arrangements which either 
excluded American products from large parts 
of the world or let them in only against serious 
handicaps. From our point of view, then, it is, 
if you please, a vast extension of the profit- 
making Good Neighbor policy. Call it even— 
with a smile—dollar diplomacy. 

The Senators have known all this for months. 
Yet some of them have stalled and stalled and 
dragged in an incredible array of bogies and 
red herrings. And now the battle moves on. 
One can only hope that the House will pass up 
the wearisome preliminary ballet, get down to 
the essentials and come out straightforward with 
the verdict which the Senate finally reached in 
its own peculiar way. 
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Item the AFL Overlooked 

The AFL’s Southern Labor Conference went 
on record with an indorsement of Negro voting 
in the South, which is fine. However, the dis- 
patch said nothing about any action toward 
change in the setup of certain AFL unions which 
bar Negroes from membership, and others which 
maintain segregated auxiliaries for them.

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Behind the Words 


Disclosure that there are more than 20,000,000 
children in Europe urgently in need of food 
simply adds statistics to a situation that taxes 
our powers of imagination to comprehend. Fig- 
ures, and even the warmest words, seem cold be- 
side the fact, 

The limitations of communication between 
human beings seldom was more apparent than 
when President Truman said, in a letter trans- 
mitting the UNRRA report to Congress not long 
ago, that “conscience alone demands that we 
meet the full measure of our obligation” to the 
starving millions of Europe, Asia and the Middle 
East. He added that “prudence and self-interest 
no less dictate our policy.” How can we really 
see in these words the cruel necessity for feed- 
ing the hungry? 

If we could feel the arm of a child emaciated 
by starvation, we would of course feed the child. 
If this food came from our own tablés, we could 
only be glad of the opportunity to give it. 

If we were forced personally to sit at the 
eouncils of government while a hunger-crazed 
mob milled outside our windows, we would 
quickly realize that no stable social order is 
possible in a world where large segments of 
populations face extinction by starvation. 

Can we still see beyond the words of Presi- 
dent Truman, as we sit in the safety and com- 
fort of our American homes? 

If we can indeed see the enormity of the 
need, we will be shocked into action by the fact 
of wheat stored on farms while America falls 
228,000 tons below the goal of 333,000 tons of 
wheat exports for the first 10 days of May. As a 
nation, we eannot tolerate hoarding of wheat in 
anticipation of higher profits, while starvation 
abroad continues. 
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Hitler’s Horses 
Hitler is revealed to have hated horses, be- 
cause they weren’t disciplined. They spoiled his 
parades. And since horses would not goose- 
step for anybody, how much safer it would have 
been, had Hitler ruled only an equine kingdom, 
a land of superior Houyhnhnms. For as Gulli- 
ver told us, the horse, at least, is a reasonable 
animal, and more inclined to canter than cant. 
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Who’s a Coward? 


The irascible Andrew Jackson May and his 
House Military Affairs Committee have taken 
Gen. Jacob L. Devers over some of Mr. May’s 
Kentucky coals. He had allegedly called Con- 
gressmen cowards for their poor politically- 
minded version of the extension Selective Serv- 
ice Act. Thereupon the General ate crow, said 
he had said no such thing, that, in fact, they 
are “a great group of Congressmen, who not 
only are my friends but friends of the Army.” 

That tears it. The Army’s tanks and guns 
as well as its manpower are in the power of Con- 
gress to provide or withhold. So is the ad- 
ditional star Gen. Devers might some time rate 
for his collar. Conscience, prudence, duty to 
superior orders do make cowards of us all. 

P. S. Maybe, of course, Gen. Devers never did 
say the gentlemen were cowards; maybe he ac- 
tually was misquoted, But is there anyone not be- 
holden to the whim of Congress who isn’t say- 
ing it?

In Crisis of Civilization 


“Western World,” by Royce Brier. (Doubleday & Co., 

Garden City, N. Y.) 

No other time was ever such a riddle to 
its participants. Most of us are unaware 
of the forces, some of them very old, that 
make events, and so are mystified. The 
author, editorial page director of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, admits he does not 
know where these forces are taking us, but 
he traces the more apparent ones through 
their past development ih an attempt to 
clarify the immense problems of our times. 

The decline in food production in Europe 
over several centuries against a steady rise 
in demand, attended by a sense of loss and 
dependency, is presented as one of the com- 
plex forces which make the tumultuous 
world of today. Europe’s population in- 
creased from 170,000,000 in 1800 to 280,- 
000,000 in 1850. This enormous increase be- 
got a bitter, day-to-day food tensfn which 
has never relaxed,

The machine is next cited as a prepon- 
derant factor in the shape and direction of 
Western civilization. Its impression on our 
civilization as a historica] organism, on the 
individual members of it, has been awe-in- 
spiring. But machines have not increased 
by one jot the happiness ofmen. There is 
uncomfortable evidence, we are told, that 
the machines we have:thus far devised 
have imposed on us an unhappiness im- 
possible to other civilizations. For instance, 
the airplane in the hands of such as Hitler 
becomes an instrument of growing terror, 
tyranny and social betrayal. 

With a rush and a roar, nationalisms 
have moved unabated into our day to buf- 
fet us all and fix our personal fates. Napo- 
leon spawned them. There are disturbing 
signs that nationalisms are more violent 
and dangerous than they have yet been in 
civilized experience. 

Nationalism, Brier warns, is badly in 
need of control. Wars in modern times 
have intensified it, always in victors, often 
in the vanquished. Excessive nationalism 
almost always resorts to force in time, and 
only counter-force can put it down,

Food and land distribution, machinery, 
nationalism, trade competition, money, race, 
class, even religion—all are considered po- 
tent forces which have helped bring our 
civilization to crisis. The preceding gen- 
eration quailed before the difficulties and 
left the fruits to this one. If we quail be- 
fore today’s difficulties, the fruits will be 
left to our children. 

Is Western civilization thriving or dying? 
We have survived assaults by Germany and 
Japan, but the forces making for trouble 
go on. We face the necessity, we are told, 
of understanding the forces and of har- 
nessing them, lest by our ignorance, con- 
fusion, cowardice or sloth they break loose 
and undermine the foundations of civiliza- 
tion.

Economic reforms hang fire be- 
cause they’re the most compli- 
cated. Japan’s former system 
benefited only a smal] number of 
rich men, who enslaved the rest 
of the population. 

The trick, say commission eco- 
nomists, will be to put enough 
buying power into the hands of 
the masses. Part of it will come 
through reduced taxes, since the 
nation is no longer building a war 
machine. Land reforms are plan- 
ned that will turn tenant farm- 
ers into owners and will reduce 
their taxes.

Both sides in China talk about 
wanting peace.

They both want Manchuria. They 
want Manchuria more than they 
want peace or Marshall or 100 
Marshalls. 


At the moment, peace to the 
Communists means retention of 
their illegal status in Manchuria. 
Their calls for peace are there- 
fore the loudest.

Others Not at All 


Response to ‘Loaded’ Questions by Simple 
“Yes’ or ‘No’ Permits Words to Be Put in 

_. His Mouth; Procedural Changes at Press 
Conferences Suggested.

his words but of his thoughts. 


“ This correspondent has been 
fovering White House news con- 
ferences for more than 20 years 
té report the remarks and to de- 
scribe the manneristns of Presi- 
dents Coolidge; Hoover, Roosevelt 
and Truman. Each has had his 
individual tactics for matchihg 
wits with the 100 to 2700 reporters 
who attend these weekly or semi- 
weekly sessions. ll, including 
the Old Master, Roosevelt, have 
been on the defensive. None has 
relished the meetings, although 
they give a President an unexcelled 
sounding board, under his own 
control, for sending his ideas to 
the world by the printed word 
and radio. | 

The mechanics of the meeting 
- gnd the mannerisms of a Presi- 
dent are important. They influ- 
ence what a President says and 
the way his words are reported, 
Truman's pride, perhaps increased 
by early favorable publicity, in his 
unhesitating answers has led him 
to answering “needling” or 
“loaded” questions of the “have 
you stopped beating your wife” 
type. By answering “yes” or “no” 
to an inguiry, he has let reporters 
put words into his mouth. 


Roosevelt on Alert, 

‘Roosevelt, from the very start, 
Was on .the watch for such one- 
sided questions. Instead of an- 
swering them as phrased by the 
reporters, he would reply, “I 
wouldn’t put it that way,” and 
then proceed to use his own 
Often he would complete- 
ly change the meaning of the orig- 
inal question, 

-Roosevelt’s physical infirmity 
gave him an advantage. He was 
seated and comparatively relaxed, - 
His management of his cigarette 
and quill-cardboard holder en- 
abled him to stall while turning 
a question over in his mind. 


Truman, like Coolidge and 
Hoover before him, arises from 
his chair when the shout “All in!” 
announced that the conference is 
ready to start. After he has made 
his prepared statements, he says 
that he is ready for questions. 
They come quick from all quar- 
.ters of the room, without order 
or continuity. He answers. them 
with a minimum of words. In- 
creasingly of late, he often mere- 
ly observes, “No comment.” 

A -nonsmoker, Truman lacks 
Roosevelt’s trick of: covering up 
what might be an embarrassing 
pause by replacing or lighting a 
cigarette. He also lacks, or at 
least has not shown, the Roose- 
veltian knack of subconsciously 
feeling that he might have given 
the wrong impression by. a pre- 
vious answer. As a child, Roose- 
velt boasted that he could think 
of two things at once. He demon- 
strated this at press conferences 
by amending, after the interven- 
tion of several questions, an 
answer he had given a few min- 
utes before, 

-Coolidge and Hoover had an ad- 
vantage over Truman in that they 
Gemanded written questions for 
their press conferences. Few, if 
any White House reporters, want 
te go back to this old procedure 
by which a President can com- 
pletely eliniinate any inquiry. The 
old rule was that if the President 
did not read aloud a question at 
the press conference it could not 
be printed that such and such a 
question had been submitted and 
had not been answered. It was a 
favorite Coolidge trick to read a 
question to himself and put it 
‘aside. To make sure that a ques- 
tion actually reached his hands, 


reporters often used distinctive | *& 


paper. At one time 12 identical 
questions on the same color paper 
were submitted. Without a change 
of expression, Coolidge read all 
12 and put them all aside. 
Coolidge and Hoover. 

Both Coolidge and Hoover tried 
to insist that their remarks not be 
attributed to them but to the 
Whie ‘House or a “presidential 

kesman.” This cumbersome 
phraseology fooled nobody and 
Roosevelt abolished it at his first 
press conference. 

Truman's training for press 
conferences was different from 
Roosevelt's. As a Senator he fre- 

uently met with reporters, in- 

vidually and in groups, and mu- 
tual confidence and respect were 
established. Roosevelt, as Gover- 
nor of New York, had a general- 
ly hostile Albany press corps after 
him for four years. He developed 
an arms-length attitude toward 
the press,. including editors, pub- 
lishers and columnists. 

Recent press conferences have 
fevealed some of Truman's pres- 
ent difficulties. His temper flared 
against Bert Andrews of the New 
York Herald Tribune on a 
needling question about naval of- 
ficers’ opposition to the Admin- 
istration's bill to unify the armed 
services. An informal discussion 
between the 
drews after the conference 
brought out that the President 
had not caught the exact lan- 
guage of Andrews’ question. 
More recently he gave seemingly 
eonflicting answers as to whether 
the law permits or prohibits roy- 
alties on production for the bene- 
fit of labor unions. 

Reporters covering the confer- 
ences write about what they hear 
and see there. If the questions 
are “needling” or “loaded” they re- 

rt them with a paraphrase of 

@ exact answers since direct 
quotation is not permitted. Such

Accuracy would be better served 
if the President would take more 
time to understand the questions 
and their connotations before giv- 
ing an answer, preferably a full 
answer. This would not be an 
undue opportunity to “slant” the 
news accounts because reporters 
could always ask further ques- 
tions to bring out all sides of the 
question and to present the cor- 
rect picture. That is their respon- 
sibility. It is the President's re- 
sponsibility—and to his own self- 
interest—to see that the mechan- 
ics and procedures of the confer- 
dence do not lend themselves to 
incorrect impressions of his own 
views,

Johnston also 
adopted the “multiple manage- 
ment” system of the McCormick 
firm, which gives boards of junior 
employes a voice in management.

A point system : has 
been set up; so that what the indi- 
vidual employe will receive as his 
portion will be determined by 
such factors as length of service, 
personal] responsibility and‘the go- 
ing rate of fixed compensation for 
his job. 

Employes have been told that 
the shared profits are not intend- 
ed to be substitutes for fair basic 
wages, and that the .companies 
will continue to bargain collective- 
ly on rates of pay, hours of work 
and working conditions. 
The junior boards represent the 
office, sales and factory employes. 
For each there is a junior board 
of seven, chosen originally by the 
management, but every six months 
two of each board will coma up 
for re-election and, by decision of 
their, fellow board members may 
or may not be replaced. If a junior 
board member fails of re-election, 
his successor is chosen by that 
boar 
McCormick & Co, found-it nec- 
essary, during the war, to sgus- 
pend its profit-sharing system, but 
revived it last. Christmas with a 
bonus of two weeks’ wages to 
each of its 1000 employes. Profit 
sharing distributions at the .Mc- 
Cormick firm were viewed by the 
War Labor Board under the sta- 
bilization program as part of the 
regular compensation of its em- 
ployes and in order to compete for 
employes in the tight wartime 
labor market the firm increased 
its wage rates by about 15 per 
cent and eliminated profit: shar- 
ing.

C. P. McCormick, president of 
the company, told the Post- 
Dispatch he viewed profit sharing 
‘there as a result of the increased 
profits which accrued through its 
system of “multiple management.” 

“During the war years,” he said, 
“multiple management boards 
worked out procedures for war 
production which tripled our vol- 
ume and they have now devel- 
oped postwar plans to maintain 
that increase in peacetime.” 

.The most recent basic study of 
profit sharing in this country re- 
mains the report of the 1938-39 
Senate investigation by a subcom- 
mittee named under a resolution 
introduced by Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg. In reporting to the 
Senate the result of that inquiry 
Vandenberg said it had shown 
that profit sharing has been and 
can be “eminently successfu] in 
creating ‘employer-employe _rela- 
tionships that make for peace, 
equity,

Members of the technical staff 
which assisted the Senate commit- 
tee. in its investigation estimated 
that several thousand profit-shar- 
ing plans were in operation at the 
time the: inquiry was made, but 
they obtained adequate data on 
only 728. Of these only 196 were 
“true” profit-sharing plans, in that 
employes received in addition to 
their wages, a fixed percentage of 
the profits. 

Under the broad definition of 
profit sharing adopted by the 
committee, there were, in addition 
to the 196 “true” profit-sharing 
arrangements, various forms of 
flexible bonus plans, stock distri- 
bution, pensions, annuities and 
many types of welfare services. 

What happens when there are 
no profits to share? The most 
encouraging response the Senate 
committee received to that in- 
quiry came from the general man- 
ager of the S. C. Johnson & Son, 
Inc., Racine, Wis., wax manufac- 
turers, who said the “best thing 
that ever happened” was that for 
two years his firm had no profits 
to share. . 

Employes had fallen into the 
habit of counting on a profit- 
sharing disbursement each year, he 
explained, and the omission, in 
those two years, forcibly brought 
home to them that they were op- 
erating under a profit-sharing sys- 
tem. 

No Labor Trouble. 

Similarly, Henry 8S. Dennison, 
president of the Dennison Manv- 
facturing Co., Framingham, Mass., 
testified there had been no labor 
trouble at its plants, even though 
the company’s profit-sharing plan 
had existed “on paper only” dur- 
ing the 1930s because there were 
no profits. It had been in oper- 
ation for 19 years before then, 
with regular: distributions. 

But Dennison was inclined to 
discount the value of profit-shar- 
ing, as such, in ameliorating labor 
disputes. He suggested that the 
same type.of management which 
might develop a successful profit- 
sharing plan might also develop a 
sound personnel policy which 
would make strikes less likely. 
He viewed . profit-sharing as “a. 
helpful. device” in labor manage- 
ment relationships, but .as only 
one of many devices, and most 
important of all he considered the 
relationship between the employe 
and his immediate supervisor. 

On the whole, the committee 
found, companies which have 
profit-sharing plans are less like- 
ly to have, labor disputes than 
those ‘which do not share profits. 
One conclusion of the technical 
staff was that the introduction of 
profit-sharing as a differential es- 
tablishing two sources of income 
caused the employe to look in two 
directions for financial betterment 
—toward increased profits for, the 
company as well as toward larger 
wages for himself. 

The leadership of organized la- 
bor has traditionally been hostile 
to profit-sharing. John L. Lewis, 
president of the 
Workers, told the Senate commit- 
tee labor had been disillusioned, 
because profit-sharing in the past 
had been “used as a device to 
avoid the payment of an immedi- 
ate decent wage and made labor 
dependent on haphazard industri- 
al and financial policies of man- 
agement.” ) 

William L. Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
took a somewhat similar view. He 
objected to profit sharing as a 
psubstitute for adequate wages and 
said labor could not be asked 
blindly to accept management’s 
determination of what constitutes 
profits. Asked whether he would 
favor profit sharing arrived at in 
‘conective bargaining, Green said 
he would. He agreed that this, to 
some extent, would involve union 
participation in management..

“Profit sharing will not succeed 
if undertaken by the employer as 
a substitute for the full going 
wage in any given enterprise in 
any given community. If thus un- 
dertaken, it is a libel on true 
profit sharing, because true profit 
sharing is the employe’s stake in 
the net result of a mutual under- 
taking after normal wages have 
been paid. 

“Profit sharing will not succeed 
if undertaken by the employer as 
a sudden strategic alternative to 
unionism or to legitimate collec- 
tive bargaining as established by 
law. It must develop by mutual 
consent. It must contemplate the 
full, free disclosure of facts re- 
specting the profit operations of 
an enterprise. Wherever possible 
it should develop out of mutual 
consideration and mutual action.”

Leo M. Cherne, executive secre- 
tary of the Research Institute of 
America, reporting to the commit- 
tee on his study of why 289 firms 
had discontinued profit sharing 
plans, said 47 had done s> because 
their plants were subsequently 
unionized. The 47 who stopped 
sharing profits for that reason 
were the fourth largest group 
among the 229. Largest were the 
72, who were forced by business 
difficulties to cease sharing prof- 


its; 70 stopped because of enact- |. 


ment of the Social Security law; 
and 48 because expected benefits 
from profit sharing failed to ma- 
terialize, 

In the course of its inquiry the 
committee came across two other 
St. Louis companies with profit 
sharing plans, but did not attempt 
analysis of these. They were the 
N. O. Nelson Co, and tl.: Cupples 
Co. 

A spokesman for the Cupples 
Co., 401 South Seventh street, said 
that firm has had a profit sharing 
plan in effect since 1917. Under 
the plan, the amount of money to 
be distributed each year is de- 
termined by the management and 
paid to employes in bonuses 
through a service club to which 
the employes belong. The sum 
which each individual receives 
varies on a scale which ranges 
from one to 25 years’ employment. 

The N. O. Nelson Co., 4306 Dun- 
can avenue, manufacturers of 
plumbing supplies, had a profit 
sharing plan for a number of 
years but discontinued it about 
15 years ago on the death of N. O. 
Nelson, the founder. This plan, 
one of the first to be introducéd 
in this area, provided that stock 
in the company should be given 
to employes on the basis of their 
salaries and to customers on the 
basis of their purchases. 

During the war exceptionally 
high profits obtained by some 
firms led to various plans for dis- 
tributing these unusual earnings 
among employes but these are not 
regarded as “true” profit-sharing 
plans, rather as _ production 
bonuses, although the payments, 
obviously, were made from prof- 


No Standard Formula. 

Most publicized of these were 
the bonuses of the Jack & Heintz 
Co. and Lincoln Electric Co. of 
Cleveland. Employes of both 
firms averaged more than $5000 a 
year in take-home pay, and Jack 
& Heintz “associates” enjoyed 
such comforts, provided by the 
company, as Florida vacations, 
free medical and dental care, 
stéam baths and massage rooms. 

There is, as the Senate commit- 
tee found, no standard formula for 
profit sharing. No two of the plans 
described to it were identical— 
each had been adapted to fit the 
particular conditions in which it 
functioned. 

The evidence of varying degrees 
of failure and success which were 
presented to the committee dem- 
onstrated that profit sharing is no 
panacea for all the troubles of 
labor-management _ relationships. 
But where it worked, it made an 
important contribution to indus- 
trial peace, and where it failed its 
failure was no worse than that of 
many other methods which have 
been tried and found wanting.

Fair Trade Legislation. 


Fair trade legislation, prohibit- 
ing the sale of trade mark or 
brand articles at lower prices than 
those fixed by the manufacturers 
or owners of the brand, is pending 
on the Senate calendar, with little 
chance of passage this session.

ment, The obvious uncertainty as 
to what is to be the official Amer- 
ican policy is even reflected in the 
strange zigzag course of the top 
American officer of the Berlin 
control council, Lt. Gen. Lucius 
Clay. One day he demands of 
the German prime ministers of 
the three states which make up 
the American zone, Bavaria, 
Wuerttemberg and Hessen, to sup- 
press any critical utterance about 
the occupation forces (the Ger- 
man social democratic party had 
ventured to say that it could not 
regard the Potsdam decisions as 
the highest degree of wisdom), 
and the next day he says he has 
every confidence in the democratic 
Germans and tells them that they 
should carry out the denazifica- 
tion program by themselves, 

Even after the end of the Nuern- 
berg trial, after the vicious Nazis 
who were Gestapo and Blackshirt 
‘members (in the American zone 
alone 156,000 individuals are de- 
tained belonging to that category) 
have been taken care of, Nazism 
will not be dead in Germany. 
Having traveled about in civilian 
clothes in Germany which en- 
abled me to mingle with Germans 
as if I were still one of them, I 
found out that surely 25 per cent 
of the Germans are still Nazis 
or Nazi sympathizers. One of the 
worst spots in that respect have 
always been the German univer- 
sities; the so-called academic 
youth in Germany was largely 
ultra-reactionary and supplied the 
Nazi formations with many sad- 
ists. 

We have, in the American zone, 
reopened . universities. Accord- 
ing to the peculiar German school 
system only a minority of young- 
sters went to high school and 
from there to the’ universities; 
there were few scholarships for 
the working population. We have 
not changed the requirements for 
a university career. We have sim- 
ply taken over the old German 
custom ‘of limiting the admission 
to a university to those who were 
graduated from .German high 
schools. As an inevitable result, 
the German universities today are 
crowded with former German 
army officers, Nazis for the most 
part, which accounts for the 
fact that Pastor Niemoeller was 
shouted down at one of these 
German universities under Allied 
“control.” We have thereby sup- 
plied the German Nazis with 
places where they can rally once 
more. This was glaringly illus- 
trated by the fact that the Nazi 
'students at one university de- 
|'manded that “Fehme” courts were 
needed again to weed out “trai- 
tors” to Germany — and these 
“RFehme” murderers were the 
predecessors of the Nazi storm 
troops; they assassinated the Re- 
publican statesmen Erzberger and 
| Rathenau. 

When, then, are the Americans 
‘going to have a policy toward 
‘Germany? According to the Pots- 
'dam agreement all decisions ap- 
|plicable to all of Germany must 


‘be made unanimously—which has 
‘resulted in the very regrettable 
|fact that so far the Allied Berlin 
control council has mace no dec!- 
‘sion at all. There are two courses 
‘open: either we follow the Mor- 
genthau-Vansittart line or we 
‘leave most of Germany intact and 
‘let her get on her feet again; not 
}as a warmaking power but as an 
'economic and political entity with 
/a chance to revive democracy— 
‘supported by us, 

What we are doing now is im- 
'possible—no German knows what 
‘our course is going to be, Demo- 
cratic Germans are helped in some 
places, Nazis are pampered in 
others; almost every military gov- 
ernment authority lives by its own 
wits and acts according to its own 
devices. It is high time for the 
victors — individually and collec-

WICHITA, Kan., May 18. 
HERE’S a saying here in 
Wichita that if the people 
of Kansas voted like they 
drink, you'd have to wear hip 
to wade through the 
whisky running down the 
main drag. Since 1880, the 
people of Kansas have been 
voting dry. But despite the 
fact that Kansas remains one 
of the only three dry states 
in our Union today, getting 
all the booze you want is not 
much more difficult than 
getting a spot on a white 
linen suit. 

Kansans have refused to 
toss the prohibition amend- 
ment out of their state consti- 
tution through national repeal, 
cyclones, world wars and 
swarms of seven-year locusts. 
They also have refused to do 
without their red-eye, with 
the result that Kansas has 
become the Beulahland of the 
bootlegger, the paradise of 
the speakeasy proprietor and 
the straight road to riches for 
the rum-runner who carts his 
wares in from adjoining states 
under the averted eyes of 
Kansas officials. - 

But now, at long last, the 
people of Kansas seem to be 
awakening to the fact that 
there is a sour smell in the 
old Sunflower State. Here in 
Wichita, where Carry Nation 
once held forth with her bar- 
smashing hatchet, two min- 
isters of the gospel have come 
right out,in the pulpit and 
the press, denounced Kansas 
prohibition as a farce and a 
failure and gone on record as 
favoring repeal. Under the

of alcoholic beverages. Their 
consciences do not hurt them 
when they indulge in such 
things, even though such in- 
dulgence is prohibited by the 
state law. 

“That is what makes the 
enforcement of the Prohibi- 
tory. Law so difficult, and it 
is that conviction so widely 
held that encourages the vio- 
lation of the law and the 
growth of racketeering.

West, recently said: “I find 
that many people refer to the 
fact that we do not see sa- 
loons or liquor stores in cities 
like Wichita, and we do not 
see drunken people on the 
streets. Is it possible that 
these people do not know 
what is going on behind closed 
doors in the city of Wichita? 
I am not referring simply to 
the night clubs. I am refer- 
ring to hotels and to multli- 
tudes of private homes, to 
country clubs and to other 
places where, believe me, 
there is plenty of drinking go- 
ing on in dry Kansas, and 
plenty of drunkenness. 
“When I hear such state-

Said outspoken Dr. J. 
Henry Hornung, pastor of 
Wichita’s Plymouth Congre- 
gational Church for the past 
17 years: “Prohibition does 
not prohibit. If we must ban 
all things that are abused, we 
would have to prohibit mar- 
riage in Sedgwick county. 
Sacred as that institution is, 
1960 couples last year applied 
for divorce in the county. I 
doubt seriously that anyone 
would suggest prohibiting 
marriage—yet fanatical drys 
demand continuation of the 
liquor prohibitory law.” 

Said former Col. Shore: 
“Resubmission for Kansas, 
Inc., ig a nonpartisan organi- 
zation, aimed primarily at 
giving the veterans a voice 
in this fight to build a fire 
under the governor. Our Kan- 
sas veterans are tremendously 
interested in this business. 
They’ve been around and 
seen that liquor isn’t as bad 
as the fanatical drys in Kan- 
sas would have you think. 
They've had their eyes opened 
to the hypocrisy of a state 
that votes dry and drinks 
wet. War wipes men’s souls 
clean of hypocrisy.” 

Said Max Levand, publisher 
of the Wichita Beacon, point- 
ing to the bootlegging joints 
that fringe the city in Sedg- 
wick county: “This is sup- 
posed to be a dry state, but 
when it comes to prohibition 
it’s ethical to be a hypocrite 
in igs 
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If Sedgwick is a representa- 
tive county in Kansas, no 
resident of the old Cyclone 
State need ever go thirsty 
Although most of the many 
night clubs that dot the coun- 
try operate on the bring-your- 
own-bottle system, there is 
always a convenient bootleg- 
ging emporium nearby. Oper- 
ated openly, these blind pigs 
can be spotted by the automo- 
biles parked about the place 
or in some cases by the 
elaborate defense-plant style 
barbed wire fences surround- 
ing them. 

These barbed wire fences, 
it was explained, are erected 
as protection against hijack- 
ers and robbers, and not to 
keep out county enforcement 
officials. In addition to such 
precautions, Sedgwick county 
bootleggers usually have deep 
wells dug beneath the floors 
of*their establishments. In 
case of an unforeseen raid, 
say by federal men who have 
been known to cause trouble 
on the grounds that liquor 
possessed in dry Kansas is 
contraband, the bootleggers 
push their bottled goods down 
the well, dump in a load of

blessed Lord Jesus Christ said 
in his denunciation of the 
Pharisees, St. Mathew 23:25- 
26: ‘Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! For ye 
cleanse the outside of the cup 
and of the platter, but within 
they are full from exortion 
and excess. Thou blind 
Pharisees, cleanse first the 
inside of the cup and of the 
platter, that the outside there- 
of may become clean also’.” 

Added the good doctor: “I 
quote this without comment.” 

In the campaign for resub- 
mission of a repeal] amend- 
ment to the people—the first 
and only vote on repeal since 
1880 was in 1934 when the 
amendment was. defeated by 
a vote of 90,000—proponents 
do not stress the financial 
angle of repeal. They do not 
argue that it would -bring 
moré revenue to the state. 
The resubmission movement 
is grounded in the argument 
that the present flagrant dis- 
regard for Kansas’ prohibi- 
tion law breeds disrespect for 
all law. 

Said Dr. West: “My conten- 
tion is that multitudes of peo- 
ple, decent, Christian people, 


der be repealed. I have heard 
any number of people of in- 
tegrity and sincerity advocate 
that the prohibitory law be 
repealed.” 

Congregational Pastor 
Hornung also emphasized 
that his reasons for support 
of repeal were neither polit- 
ical nor financial, but theo- 
logical. Said Dr. Hornung: 
“To be consistent with the 
statutory law, a minister can- 
not talk about temperance in 
Kansas. Under prohibition a 
minister must talk only about 
total abstinence. Although I 
am unequivocally opposed to 
prohibition, I do not say that 
repeal is the answer to all our 
problems. So long as human 
individuals have appetites and 
so long as we cannot repeal 
the law of fermentation— 
what a catastrophe if we 
could—there will be a liquor 
problem.”

Dr. Hornung believes that 
somewhere between bootleg- 
ging and the narrow ideas of 
the “fanatical drys,” Kansas 
will find the answer to her 
liquor problem. He has sug- 
gested that Kansas study the 
“Nebraska approach.” 

“In Nebraska,” he_ said, 
“there are state liquor stores 
where those who wish may 
buy packaged liquor to be 
drunk at home and in pri- 
vate.” Both he and Dr. West 
are against the return of the 
old saloon of the type against 
which Carry Nation waged & 
war with her hatchet back in & 
the early 1900's. s 

Meantime, the bootlegging 
industry in Wichita and Sedg- 
wick county is doing an esti- 
mated million-dollar monthly 
business, You can buy a case 
of scotch or bonded bourbon 
without trouble. The night 
clubs’ biggest headache is not 
being bothered with law en- 
forcement officers but with 
getting enough help to cart 
off the empty whisky bottles 
the morning after the night 
before. And Sedgwick county 
bootleggers, while not exactly 
admitted to the local social 
register, enjoy a certain place 
in the social sun and even 
enter their show horses in 
Wichita’s great society event 
of the year, the National 
Western Horse Show. 

Early this year, Federal en- 
forcement officials exposed 
the fact that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were be- 
ing paid by bootleggers and 
gamblers for protection. The 
investigation forced the 
resignation of the superin- 
tendent of the Kansas State 
highway police, Will Zurbuck- 
en, on charges of failing to 
pay income taxes on money 
paid him by rum-runners in 
return for protection against 
seizure of their loads by high- 
way patrolmen, and elicited 
testimony from the chief of 
police of Dodge City, one of 
Kansas’ most famous old 
towns, that he had acted as 
collection agent of protection 
money from bootleggers. 
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Since 1880 Kansas has been 
dry; since 1917 bone dry. In 
1917 even the possession of 
liquor was voted a crime 
against the law. But so far 
as this reporter could discover 
no Kansan has ever died of 
thirst. All the “best people” 
have their own bootleggers; 
teen-agers can usually locate 
an operator who sells it from 
a hip pocket flask. Sedgwick 
county has even turned it’s 
county poor farm into a night 
club. The place where the 
destitute and down-and-out- 
ers, suffering from Jake Leg 
brought on by drinking Kan- 
sas bootleg Jamaica Ginger, 
oncé lived out their old age 
is no longer needed. Kansans 
need no Jonger drink the stuff 
that brought on Jake Leg. 
They get the best there is to 
be had from adjoining wet 
states. It’s against the law.

Recently in Wichita ‘there 
occurred an event which may 
be prophetic. A beer truck 
backed into a monument 
erected to the memory of 
Carry Nation and toppled - it 
from its foundation.

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Arrest of Youthful Gangsters, 
Who Utilized Two-Way Radio- 
phone in Their "Work," Reveals 
Disturbing Possibilities of Use of 
Scientific Equipment by Criminals

NEW YORK, May 18. 

T is 3 o’clock in the morning 

when a black sedan pulls to a 

stop in front of store in down- 
town New York. By the dim glow 
of the nearest street light, three 
men are discernible in the car. 
After a short wait to see if the 
coast is clear, two of the men 
jump from the car, move into the 
shadow of the building and dis- 
appear from sight. The third re- 
mains in the car. 

The pair force open a back win- 
dow of the building, heedless of 
the fact they are tripping the 
burglar alarm. They know they 
will be out of the place a ‘split 
second before officers arrive. 
Equipped with infra-red lights, 
they walk directly to the safe, 
which has already been spotted, 
and open two black suitcases. 


In one of them is a 1000-power 
super-sonic listening device which 
is speedily set up. While one of 
the men holds the infra-red light, 
which is invisible, the other dons 
the earphones of the hearing de- 
vice and goes to work on the 
combination of the safe. Magni- 
fied one thousand times, the 
sound of the “silent” tumblers in 
the lock is as loud as a bass drum. 

Outside the man in the car has 
a “walkie-talkie” two-way radio- 
phone in his hand, The man in- 
side who is holding the light has 
another. The man in the car keeps 
in touch with progress inside, 
stands ready to warn the men if 
he sees a squad car, or officers 
from the protective agency ar- 
riving. 

But before he has to sound the 
warning, the two men return from 
the building, jump into the au- 
tomobile and leave. They have 
minutes to spare, because they 
already know just how long it 
takes the men from the protec- 
tion agency to arrive. They also 
have the contents of the safe. 


This may sound like a plot for 
a super-comic magazine, but it 
isn’t. It is a reconstruction of the 
sort of postwar scientific crime 
methods for which police are 
preparing themselves, based upon 
some of the methods which have 
already been used by one gang 


of young crooks and other methods 


which the same gang was de- 
veloping for future use, 
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LLAN COULTER, 20 years old, 

was a radio specialist while he 

was in the Navy. An intelli- 
gent youth, he learned his work 
well. One day while working on a 
a walkie-talkie set he was inspired 
by its possibilities for crime. Soon 
after his release six months ago 
he went to work constructing a 
walkie-talkie of his own. 

Coulter then recruited Earl 
Wind and Ray Wittinger, two 16 
year-old boys and John Whelahan, 
a youth of 17, and sold them on 
the possibilities of big money, and 
gave them a course of instruc- 
tions, not only in the use of such 
equipment as walkie-talkies, but 
in the construction of safes, some- 
thing else Coulter had made him- 
self expert in. Then they went to 
work. 

When they were arrested not 
long ago—not because of any fault 
in their methods but because they 
let easy money go to their heads— 
police said that Coulter's careful 
planning and ingenious mind ha 


led to 75 successful burglaries and 
42 safe-crackings. 

The arrest has brought home to 
police the disturbing possibilities 
of postwar scientific crime. The 
Criminal Research Laboratory of 
New York’s 18,000 - man police 
force is instituting research pro}j- 
ects aimed at keeping a jump 
ahead of the scientific criminal. 


Having seen what can be done 
by comparatively untutored young 
criminals, the police have reason 
to pause and consider what could 
happen if a man with a well- 
trained scientific mind should de- 
cide to put his knowledge and 
ability to criminal use. 


With their comparatively lim- 
ited knowledge and equipment, 
police said, Coulter and his young 
henchmen were able to work in 
an almost leisurely fashion, If 
they found they were unable to 
open a safe in the time allowed, 
they would often just remove the 
whole safe, take it back to their 
apartment, and work on it at their 
pleasure. 
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HE system usually employed 
by the gang, police said, was 
for Coulter, armed with a 
walkie-talkie, to sit in the gang’s 
car in front of the building being 
robbed and \direct the operations 
of the others. He not only kept 
them informed if a patrolman :ap- 


peared on his rounds, or if their. 


lights could be seen from a win- 
dow, but being an authority on 
safes, he even gave them running 
instructions, based on their own 
reports of their progress. 

One of the suitcases the boys 
carried was filled with various 
types of the best drills obtain- 
able, all electrically driven, and 
some of them diamond-tipped. - 

If a certain type drill wouldn't 
work on a certain type safe, the 
boys would report to Coulter. He 
would tell them a new place to 
drill, or possibly inform them 
they were using the wrong type 
drill for the type of steel in the 
safe, and to change drills. 

The equipment, police said, was 
all stolen. They would visit hard- 
ware stores in the daytime, se- 
lect a new drill of a type they 
might need, return and get it at 
night.

OMETIMES Coulter would sta- 
tion himself at the nearest of- 
fice of the protective agency 
with his walkie-talkie and if the 
boys tripped the alarm and he saw 
the efficers leaving to answer the 
call, he would calmly tell his boys 
the officers were on their way 
and to leave the building. 
Several times, unable to com- 
plete the job before Coulter 
warned them, they just took the 
safe along to .be opened later. 
On one occasion they were try- 
ing to crack a safe in the Double- 
day bookshop, but it defied them. 
They left the building and went 
to a nearby chain grocery where 


they filched a huge bread box 
standing on the sidewalk. 

They took it back to the book 
shop, put the 400-pound safe in 
it, took it to their apartment. 
where Coulter worked on it at 
his leisure. He eventually removed 
$1500 from it. 

Acting Police Captain Thomas 
Hannigan, who had charge of the 
investigation that.resulted in the 
arrest of the youths, said that the 
boys were the smartest young 
criminals he had ever encountered. 

“They knew more about safes 
than anybody I had ever talked 
to,” he said. 

Coulter, the gang leader, is con- 
sidered by police authorities to 
be particularly dangerous for sev- 
eral reasons. First, he has a sound 
mechanical training, acquired 
during his service in the Navy. 

Second, he has revealed a deep 
realization and an insatiable cur- 
iosity about the possibilities of 
scientific crime equipment. 

His ambition, he told police, was 
to become a super-criminal and 
place crime on a scientific basis. 

Training, ambition and curiosity,

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talkie was just a beginning. In the 
apartment which the boys main- 
tained and where they kept all 
their equipment, police found that 
Coulter was at work on a super- 
sonic listening device which would 
make safe tumblers give away 
their own secrets, and infra-red 
lights under which he could work 
but which, being invisible, would 
not give him away. 


It was not their working 
methods which gave the 
gangsters away. It was their in- 
ability to live conservatively: on 
their easy money that led to their 
downfall. 

It started when detectives héai 
of a trail of $5, $10 and $20 tips 
being strewn about the gay spots 
and became suspicious of the 
boys.

| The Birds 


at Possum Trot Farm 


By Léonard Hall 


SOMETIMES feel that a nature 
columnist is a man who knows 
more and more about less and 
less. We sit on the terrace at 
Possum Trot Farm at the day’s 
end and identify perhaps 20 birds 
which fly into sight or whose 
songs we know. Then we read 
that the Bird Club has identified 
187 birds in their spring census. 
This, however, won't discourage 
me from making the following 
comments. 


Our first cuckoos have arrived. 
We saw them flying back and 
forth across the hill. The black- 
billed and yellow-billed cuckoos 
both nest at Possum Trot but we 
haven't identified which came in 
first, The indigo buntings have 
been here for a week—we saw 
four males down by the creek, 
brilliant in their iridescent plum- 
age. 

The Baltimore and orchard ort- 
oles have arrived in force, The 
latter we see up on the hill and 
the former in the garden. The 
bright red summer tanager has 
returned with his wife who is clad 
in yellow. 
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The thrashers are back and 
the thrushes are singing and 
the humming birds are daily 
visitors at the columbine and 
red sage. 

This is a good honeysuckle 
year and its blossoms are a 
favorite feeding place for the 
ruby-throat. The other after- 
noon we had our closest view of 
the great pileated. woodpecker 
since we have lived at Possum 
Trot. Generally we see him fly- 
ing up the valley or along the 
far hill, but this time he crossed 
the clearing in front of the 
house not more than 30 feet 
from the terrace. 
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MAMA CLAIMED the wrens 
were having a war. Three pairs 
of house wrens and a pair of 
Bewicks were raising a terrific 
rumpus near the woodshed which 
is surrounded with wren houses. 
We finally decided, however, that 
they were just working out terri- 
torial arrangements before nest- 
ing, because they seem to have 


settled down. The Carolinas which 
raised their first brood in the 
swinging bluebird house were 
driven away by a pair of Bewicks 
and have gone elsewhere for their 
second hatching. 

Last night we came home from 
Washington, Mo., at midnight, just 
as the moon broke through the 
clouds, and the yellow-breasted 
chat was singing down in his 
sycamore tree as if it were broad 
daylight. These miscellaneous 
notes add up to nothing in terms 
of ornithological observation — 
and to a great deal in terms of 
enjoyment of living. 
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THE OTHER DAY we had an- 
other lesson in how little we know 
about some things we write about. 
We met with the Wildflower Club 
at Bill Bauer’s house in Webster 
Groves. Bill has 800 species of 
wild flowers growing in his yard 
—most of them native to Missouri, 
although a few are exotics — and 
the Latin names of all 800 are 
as familiar to those experts as 
even the commonest spring wild- 
flowers are to us, We toured the 
garden and the talk swirled at 
heights beyond my reach. All we 
did was to set down the com- 
mon names of a few species in 


that garden and, if you are a wild- 
flower expert, perhaps you can 
identify them. 


We saw the spiderwort and 
moonseed, the jewelweed and 
deadly night shade. There were 
early meadowrte and stitchwort, 
daisy fleabane, turtlehead, black- 
berry lily, false indigo and sting- 
ing nettle, which is certainly one 
that I can identify. We saw 
Bouncing Bett and purple locket, 
coneflower, and sweet flags; wine 
cup and ground plum; poison 
hemlock, wild four-o’clock and 
one with the odd name of “false 
cheeses.” There were narrowleaf 
cat-tails, five fingers, Canada ane- 
mone, turk’s cap lily, shadbush 
and wild iris of many varieties. 


There were cranesbill and pink 
tassel and Indian paint brush, 
carpenter’s square, lizard’s tail 
and baneberry, which the country 
kids call doll’s eyes. There were 
gentian and phlox of many  varie- 
ties and a dozen asters that I re- 
member. There was the button 
ball bush and the strawberry bush, 
goat’s beard and graveyard moss, 
coral root and wild poinsetta. 


BILL HAD COME back for 2 
collecting trip on which he found 
many specimens hitherto unre 
ported in the counties where he 
found them. If there was one 
thought I could add to the meet- 
ing, it was this: Wildflowers, like 
every other living species, are to- 
tally dependent on their environ- 
ment and this environment is sub- 


- ject to constant and sometimes 


violent change. Wildflowers are 
a part of the overall conservation 
picture. Each has its place, how- 
ever tiny, in the great cycle of 
nature,

Romantic in Movies, Is I# Art or Is It Baloney? 


But Foul in Real Life

years ago there was a film called “Algiers” in which 
Charles Boyer extended the above invitation to Hedy 
Lamarr, The invitation being accepted. Hollywood then pro- 
ceeded to picture a synthetic 
Kasbah full of romance and 
giamor such ag never was 
on land or sea. Recently the 
battleship Missouri, touring 
the Mediterranean on a spe- 
cial mission, put in at the 
city of Algiers. The Kasbah, 
which is the native Arab 
quarters of Algiers, was 
placed out of bounds and 
off limits to the American 
sailors, but I, as a civilian 
correspondent, was permit- 
ted to inspect the Kasbah 
with an armed escort of 
British military police and 
American Navy shore pa- 
trols. As an eye witness I 
beg to report: 
1. The Kasbah is not ro- 
mantic and glamorous, 
2. The Kasbah lacks sew- 
age and sanitation. 

3. The Kasbah is dangerous ground; more murders and 
mutilations are committeed there a square mile than in any 
other spot in the world. 

In visits to some 40 countries, from Turkey to Tonga, from 
Alaska to Iceland, from Hawaii to Samoa, I have never seen 
or heard or smelled the equal of the Algerian Kasbah. The 
slums of London's Limehouse district and New York’s lower 
East Side, of Constantinople, Naples and Panama, cannot com- 
pare. It is worth your life to walk unarmed and unescorted 
through the alleys and dives of the Kasbah after dark.

The fearsome reputation of Algiers’ Kasbah is such 
that when there is a major disturbance inside, based on 
religious or racial factors or just plain robbery, the 
French authorities in control of Algiers do not venture 
inside the Kasbah but merely throw a cordon around 
the native quarters to protect the Christians outside. 
Some months ago the British battleship Howe put in at 
Algiers, and two of her sailors were beaten up in the 
Kasbah. That night, a gang of sailors returned to the 
Kasbah to exact revenge. The battle was fought in Rue 
Corneille. The sailors were at a tactical disadvantage 
as they climbed up the steep cobblestoned street. They 
had to storm a stone parapet behind which the Arabs 
crouched with an ample supply of rocks, sticks and 
ripe fruit. When the bloody skirmish ended, 87 of the 
Howe's sailors, by actual count, were stretched out cold.

@ THIS WAS NOTHING COMPARED to a battle in the 
Medinah (the Kasbah at Tunis), There a couple of French 
Senegalese soldiers were mishandled by the Arabs. The Senegal- 
ese took counsel and returned that evening with machine 
guns. With perfect discipline they sealed up the various en- 
trances to the Medinah, machine-gunned 300 natives and 
marched away with perfect discipline. That was a lesson the 
Arabs should remember, but their memories are short and 
their hatreds are insatiable. Around the wicked Kasbah in 
Algiers there has grown up a beautiful modern city with 
monumental buildings and green gardens and white villas in 
the best French colonial tradition. Only a block or two from 
the Kasbah is the fancy Hotel Aletti, which the Allied forces 
frequented in invasion days when their “A. F.” shoulder patch 
jestingly stood for “Aletti Fusiliers.” And up in the hills is 
Villa Klene, where Gen. Eisenhower lived and which is now 
the residence. of the American Consul General.

@ HOW THESE TWO CITIES, the clean modern and the 
dirty medieval, can live side by side, is a political paradox, and 
an ugly one. Are the Arabs being exploited, or are they the 
exploiters? Seeing them in their sordid squalor, with their 
poxed faces and their scabrous arms and legs, one might think 
they were half dead and didn’t care. Yet there are some who 
regard the Arabs as human beings who are,victims of economic 
exploitation and over-crowding, human beings who would like 
decent housing and fresh air if they could get it. There are 
one or two shopping streets in the Kasbah where one might 
venture in the daytime if one doesn’t mind being jostled by 
filthy beggars and pickpockets and hissed at.by veiled women. 
Off these streets go a network of narrow crooked alleys filled 
with brothels and other resorts and declared out of bounds for 
military personnel because of the high incidence of venereal 
disease and mayhem.

HEN Dr. Arthur Compton, 

chancellor of Washington 

University, recently con- 
fessed he couldn’t quite under- 
stand modern art in general and 
the new acquisitions of the uni- 
versity’s art gallery in particular, 
he found a widespread and sym- 
pathetic audience among laymen 
who have an ever-increasing ten- 
dency to look at the work of the 
modern masters and ask in be- 
wilderment: “Is it art or is it 
baloney?” 

In complete agreement with the 
puzzled public and equally under- 
standing of Dr. Compton’s pre- 
dicament is Edmund H. Wuerpel, 
for many years dean of the Wash- 
ington University School of Fine 
Arts and now dean emeritus. 
With no desire to criticize the se- 
lection of paintings and freely ad- 
mitting that he is “nineteenth cen- 
tury” in hig tastes, Prof. Wuerpel 
still says he is not surprised that

itating something that’s been suc- 


cessful. ‘They have no training 
and they won’t discipline them- 
selves. 

“They think all they Kave to do 
is lay on color and the more am- 
biguous a painting is the more it 
expresses. To most of us, modern 
art expresses only a childish hid- 
ing of the head in sarfd. As for 
drawing, they don’t know draw- 
ing from—from tincans. 


“Don’t misunderstand me,” he 
added hastily, “I don’t disagree 
with the thought that everyone 
has the right to express what he 
feels, but I wish they would ex- 
press , Something that I could 


grasp.” 

Just how much these contempo- 
rary paintings by Picasso, Juan 
Gris, Jean Helion, and others, are 
meant to be understood is a moot 
point, especially among enthusi- 
asts of the modern art form. 


“After all, they. are to be epn- 
joyed rather than explained,” Dr. 
Horst Janson, curator of the col- 
lection, maintains. “You don’t try 
to explain your sensuous delight 
in biting into an apple. Our scien- 
tific age tends to overrationalize 
things, even matters purely emo- 
tional. Picasso expressed a basic 
concept of esthetics when he said, 
“Why do people want to under- 
stand paintings? Why not try to 
understand the song of a bird?’” 


This opinion is most reassuring 
to the amateur making the rounds 
of the new $20,000 collection, since 
once you become reconciled to not 
trying to explain them there’s con- 
siderable enjoyment to be derived, 
and one might even imagine the 
song of a bird in the distance as 
one contemplates such works as 
“The Eye of Silence,” by Max 
Ernst, a rather beautiful painting 
in greens and blues, depicting 
what seems to be an ice castle 
studded with eyes. Or “Rouge 
Brilliant,” a geometric design (“a 
kind of a thing,” according to our 
notes) by Jean Helion, or “Arrival 
of the Princess in the Village,” a 
painting, not of the princess but 
the villagers whose heads seem 
to be whirling back and forth, in-

dicating perhaps that the princess 
“went that way.” 

In spite of his personal views 
on modern art, Prof. Wuerpel 
stresses his opinion that it is not 
fair to condemn it completely 
without trying to understand the 
reasons behind the modern move- 
ment, and the fact that an artist 
simply reacts to the time in which 
he lives. 

“Modern artists are reacting 
very naturally to the confusion of 
mind, the general turmoil, the un- 
certainty of leaders who do not 
know what to do under certain 
circumstances because those cir- 
cumstances have never occurred 
in just that way before,” he ex- 
plains.

“That confusion and attitude 
of violence is shown very plainly 
in the work they do. They have 
no time for beauty or ethics or 
esthetics; they want to express 
the vigor and movement and 
combat of the present age. When 
people say, ‘I hate all that stuff,’ 
they are simply condemning the 
political, social and religious con- 
ditions of today which have wiped 
out beauty. The artist is expres- 
sing today and today is ugly so 
hé expresses ugliness. Whether 
we like it or not we should try 
to understand it. I think some of 
the men in the field of modern 
art are honest and are actually 
honestly trying to express today.”

and of the world, Prof. Wuerpel 
thinks that the extreme type of 
modernist will disappear and 
leave his influence mainly in the 
greater freedom of the artist of

“The only hope we have for the 
future is that a number of these 
paintings do express‘ beauty of 
color, design, and sometimes 
beauty of craftsmanship,” he 
pointed out. “But it is misapplied 
as far as I’m concerned.” 

Less charitable toward the 
modern artist than Prof. Wuerpel 
is artist S. F. Woolf who, in a 
recent magazine story, entitled

drawings of the insane could be 
hung in modern art shows along- 
side some of the so-called great 
paintings by modern artists like 
Salvador Dali and “art lovers” 
would admire them. 

Dali, who was once quoted as 
saying that the only difference 
between himself and a madman 
is that he is not mad—a disputable 
point, some have said—is a natural 
target for those who feel slightly 
surly about surrealism, and many 
would agree with Woolf who says, 
“T have always felt that when he 
had his brush in his hand, he also 
had his tongue in his cheek.” 

In Prof. Wuerpel’s opinion, Dali 
is a man who “unfortunately took 
the wrong way, and it seems a 
pity that a man with as much 
ability as he has should take the 
wrong way. He doesn’t want to 
depict things that have happened 
or could happen, but things he 
wishes might happen.” (Some of 
the Dali depictions, it seems only 
fair to state, shouldn’t happen to 
a dog.) Dali's intentions, says 
Prof. Wuerpel, is to show “inani- 
mate objects in their relation to 
life, but while he paints the ob- 
jects very beautifully they have no 
relation to each other. If I saw 
as many things at one time as he 
paints, I'd be cross-eyed and that’s 
what: happens when you look at a 
Dali picture; you get cross-eyed. 
It’s exactly as if every actor on 
the stage spoke at one time, or 
six symphonies played various 
compositions at one time.” 
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HE expressionistic school of 

portrait painting strikes Prof. 

Wuerpel as being as obscure 
and ambiguous as any other side 
of modern art. 

“They paint not the person but 
the person’s thoughts, so they 
maintain,” he said, shaking his 
head sadly. “They argue that few 
of us know what Kant or Spinoza 
looked like but we know what 
they thought, thus it is more im- 
portant that a person’s thoughts 
be preserved for posterity than 
his image. 

“But it seems to me there is a 
right way of painting the char- 
acter of a person, and whenever 
I look at those queer weird char- 
acters of Modigliani, I always 
think he should attach a long 
essay to the painting, explaining 
what he was trying to do. And 
then who oon bother to read 
it?” 

Some strength te Prof. Wuer- 
pel’s belief that the average art 
museum goer is in agreement 
with him was gathered several 
weeks ago when he spoke at the 
Chicago Art Institute. 

“T spoke informally to a group 
of people, most of them under 35,” 
he said, “and before I had fin- 
ished my talk the entire gallery 
was filled, and many of them 
stayed afterwards to talk to me 
and tell me they agreed with me. 
If I get that reaction from a mis- 
cellaneous gathering of people 
who hadn’t come there specifical- 
ly to hear a talk, it seems to me 
the majority of people are in 
sympathy with me.” 

And also in sympathy, it would 
seem, with Charles Dana Gibson, 
another artist of the older school, 
who once said, of the modern 
artists, rather tartly, “If these 
fellows feel that. way when they 
see the beauty of nature, it’s all 
right ye me—I don’t have to look 
at the things. But I think it would 
be more decent if they kept their 
feelings to themselves.”

SPARAGUS is a vegetable of 

aristocratic appearance. But 

it must be cooked with respect 
to carry its beauty intact right 
to the table. This means cook- 
ing until just tender and not a 
minute longer. Open kettle cook- 
ing is also essential. Then it will 
be a brilliant, not a dark green. 
Of course if there is much iron in 
the water used for cooking there 
is bound to be a dingy dark green 
present. Iron affects chlorophyl 
in that way. 

While the asparagus is cook- 
ing, the mushroom sauce should 
be made and ready to receive the 
asparagus the instant it is done. 
Then if the cream puffs are put 
in the oven to bake before the 
asparagus preparation is started, 
every part of this concoction will 
be ready to merge at the instant 
when each is in its most perfect 
edible state. This royal assembly 
also has the surprise element in 
it that gets table talk off to a 
good start. 

Asparagus Royale in Puff Shells. 

One pound bunch asparagus cut 
into inch lengths, one-fourth 
pound mushrooms, washed and 
sliced, one-fourth cup margarine 
or butter, one-fourth cup flour, 
three-fourth teaspoon salt, pinch

For Customers’ Benefit

T ing to get seats for a Broadway show is that ticket agencies 
have the large proportion of the best orchestra chairs. Unless 
a fan can schedule his activities ahead and prepare to take seats 
several months from the time ne applies, he cannot see any of 
the top hit shows. 

When “Oklahoma!” first hit its frantic pace, however, the 
Theater Guild decided that any harsh economic attitude would 
reflect on future Guild shows, and since the organization values 
its commercial dignity most hightly, it chose to do something 
about it. 

The something was to keep all seats from the agencies for 
a week at a time, once a month, and sell them all at the theater's 
box office. The move proved a happy one, for buyers who lacked 
good eonnections at one agency or another were for the first 
time in their lives able to see a hit show in the first aura of its 
popularity.

Let this cook in the top of 
a double boiler until thickened, 
stirring constantly. 

Beat one egg slightly, add it to 
the vinegar mixture, with a table- 
spoon of sugar and one-half tea- 
spoon of salt. A little pepper or 
cayenne is good, too, Béat with a 
rotary beater until smooth, then 
let cool and add one cup of top 
milk. 

For cold slaw, you may like to 
add a spoonful of caraway seeds 
as a special flourish.

UYING a house is frequently the larg- 
est purchase the ordinary individual 
ever makes. As such, it calls for care- 

ful consideration and inspection on his 
= of what he is buying. That's particu- 
arly important in these days of inflated 
ces on old houses and greatly advanced 
uilding costs. 
The average purchaser doesn't know 
a great deal about house construction. 
But he may obtain expert advice from 
architects, engineers or professional 
aisers. The appraisals of the FH A and 
eterans Administration, and the inspec- 
tions of FHA offer a good deal of protec- 
tion and guidance, but they are not in- 
tended to insure 100 per cent good 
construction. 


Their purposes are to ascertain if the 
house is sufficiently well built and its lo- 
cation good enough to make the guarantee 
of a loan a good risk. The city inspects 
construction, plumbing and heating to in- 
sure that minimum building code require- 
ments and zoning restrictions are met, and 
inspects electrical work to guard against 
fire hazard. But in the final analysis, it is 
up to the purchaser to satisfy himself he is 
getting his money's worth. 

These photographs show some of the 
many points to watch for in construction 
of a new house. In addition, there are 
such general things to consider as char- 
acter of neighborhood, accessibility to 
transportation, schools, churches and 
stores, and resale value. 
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A cornerite of metal lathe should extend about three or 
four: inches onto each abutting wall to protect against 
corner cracks. This is particularly advisable at all contacts

In his groupings, Nagler carries a suggestion of the fif- 
teenth century Italian masters. But the resemblance ends 
there. His style is classified by critics as expressionist. A 
sang effect is achieved by sophisticated means, with 
oose flowing lines, shapeless figures, unnatural curves, and 
lack of detail. Some of his figures remind one of Picasso's 
earlier periods. 

This American artist's sincerity stems from his deeply 
religious convictions. When he starts a painting he writes 
“God be praised!’’ across the canvas with his brush, then 
paints over the words. 

In 1940, his “Crucifixion” won the Payne Gold Medal at 
the Virginia Museum exhibition—a major award in American 
painting. His “Good Samaritan” took the $1500 Clark prize 
in 1941 at the Corcoran exhibition at Washington.

HE manufacture of baseballs is a combina- 
tion of machine and hand work. Part of 

the hand work, stitching the cover, is a 
relatively slow process—the fastest workers 
can sew only about 200 balls a week. 

With this limitation on output, baseball 
makers are finding it difficult to supply a 
greatly increased public demand along with 
continued requirements of the armed services, 
although production is said to be near the 
1941 rate of 3,500,000 balls a year.
